Yugoslavia rejects U.S. 
request to arrest Abbas; 
Washington, Rome at odds

YUGOSLAVIA ON SUNDAY turned down 
a request by the U.S. for the arrest of a senior 
FLO official amid a growing rift between 
Rome and Washington over American con- 
tentions that Italian authorities should not 
have allowed him to leave Italy on Saturday. 

Moh amma d Abbas, a member 
of the Executive Gommittee of the 
PLO (Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation), arrived in Yugoslavia 
late Saturday nigh t aboard a Yug- 
oslavian airliner after Washington 
announced that it had issued an 
arrest warrant against him and 
asked Italy to detain him. 

Washington asked Belgrade 
‘early Sunday to arrest Mr. Abbas 
(Abu Abbas) and extradite him to 
toe U.S. to stand trial for “rnas- 
termkjdiig” toe hijack of an Ita- 
lian cruise ship in toe Med- 
iterranean. Washington says that 
an American was killed aboard 
toe liner but no dead body has 
been found. 

US: F ederal Bureau of Inv- 
estigation (FBI) Director W illiam 
Webster said later Sunday that 
Belgrade had turned down -toe 


US. request 

Interviewed on toe CBS Tel- 
evision programme "Face the Nat- 
ion" Mr. Webster said: "My inf- 
ormation is that... toe Yugoslavian 
authorities have declined to detain 
Abbas under the request we 
made..." 

Mr. Webster- said toe request 
for Abbas’ detention and ext- 
radition to toe United States was 
made to rough. Interpol, toe int- 
ernational law enforcement inf- 
ormation organisation. 

“1 would anticipate that he will 
probably move along,” Mr. Web- 
ster said of Abbas. “I understand 
he’s operating under an Iraqi dip- 
lomatic passport., toere’s reason 
‘to believe he’s in toe PLO emb- 
assy at Belgrade, but that inf- 
ormation changes hourly." 

In an earlier statement toe U.S. 


i government said it found it "inc- 
omprehensible'’ that Italy bad rel- 
» eased Mr. Abbas. Mr. Abbas was 
v not aboard toe Achille Lauro 
when it was hijacked, but the Uni- 
ted States contends he planned it. 

“The U.S. government is ast- 
onished at this breach of any rea- 
sonable standard of due process 
and is deeply disappointed” that 
toe Italians let Mr. Abbas gp. said 
a statement from White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes. The 
statement said the United States 
“finds it inconqnehensible” that 
Italy released him. 

The State Department said Italy 
told toe United States it did not 
have grounds to hold Mr. Abbas. 
The U.S. statement said: “We are 
deeply disappointed at Italy s dec- 
ision.” 

The U.S. ambassador to Italy, 
firing a new salvo in toe diplomatic 
row. asked for toe extradition of 
toe four Pales tinians who hijacked 
the Achille Lauro. 

Ambassador Maxwell Rabb 
met with Foreign Minister Guilio 
Andreotti for two hours and told 
him that toe release (rf Mr. Abbas 
was “incomprehensible to the 
government of toe United States 
and to the people of toe United 
States.”

U.S. ‘regrets’ that hijacking of 
Egyptian plane was ‘necessary’ 


CAIRO (Agencies)*— UJS. Amb- 
assador Nicholas Vdiotes said 
Sunday toe United States "reg- 
retted” that it was "necessary" to 
hijack an Egyptian plane carrying 
four Palestinian hijackers out of 
toe country, saying toe order was 
given “reluctantly.” 

"We deeply regret that this act- 
ion was necessary," toe amb- 
assador said, reading a statement 
after delivering a message from 
President Ronald Reagan to Egy- 
ptian President Hosm Mubarak. 
“This was done aftermost serious 
consideration and with rel- 
uctance.” 


He praised the Egyptian role in 
ending toe hijacking of toe Italian 
cruise ship Achille Lauro. 

“We have expressed oar gra- 
titude publicly and privately at toe 
highest level for toe role of toe 
government of Egypt, which ens- 
ured there woukT be no further 
loss of life.” he sakL 
The ambassador stressed that 
neither toe United States nor 


Egypt had confirmation of the 
death .of a American passenger 
aboard toe ship during neg- 
otiations between toe Palestinian 
hijackers and Egyptian and Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) officials. 

He said the word from the cap- 
tain of toe was that none of 
toe passengers had been harmed. 

"We know later he took this 
position under duress with a gun at 
his head," Mr. Veliotes said. "Our 
first confirmation (of toe death) 
came when toe captain told me 
aboutmidnight of Oct 10 that Mr. 
(Leon) Klmghoffer had been 
murdered. Ami we told toe Egy- 
ptians." 

He said action taken by toe 
Egyptian government prevented 
"a catastrophe of incalculable 
proportions.'’ 

His statement was aimed at res- 
toring usually dose U.S. ties with 
Egypt, one of Washington’s main 
‘Arab allies and a major recipient 
of U.S. aid. after U.S. jet fighters 


forced an Egyptair plane to land in 
Italy Thursday night as it tried to 
take toe four hijackers to Tunis. 

Mr. Mubarak on Saturday con- 
demned what he called an act of 
air piracy and said U.S.-Egyptian 
relations would not recover qui- 
ckly fiom toe affair. 

Mr. Veliotes said Sunday toe 
United States has no interest in 
offending Egypt and that Was- 
hington's goal was to “put these 
incidents behind us" and get on 
with the job of searching for peace 
and stability in the region. 

An American official cha- 
racterised Mr. Reagan’s letter to 
Mr. Mubarak as "a very good first 
step” in the aftermath of the hij- 
acking incident and showed a 
“high level understanding ’ of toe

“The Israeli (Oct 1) raid on toe 
FLO headquarters m Tunis and 
toe American hijack of toe Egy- 
ptian plane are an insult not only 
to toe FLO but to all Arabs.

Israel hopes to use hijack 
saga as tool against PLO

TEL AVIV — Israel is hoping the 
Achille Lauro hijack saga has sha- 
ttered prospects for the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) to 
be included in the Middle East 
peace process, officials said Sun- 
day. 

Elated by the United States' 
interception of the four hijackers, 
officials and newspapers hailed 
(he events of the past week as a 
propaganda windfall for Israel. 

“It may prove to have been 
(PLO leader Yasser) Arafafs big- 
gest blunder.” toe Jerusalem Post 
said in an editorial. 

For months Israel has fought 
international pressure to accept 
toe PLO as negotiators. At one 
stage, it feared Washington's opp- 
osition to PLO participation in the 
peace process was weakening. 

An official close to Prime Min- 
ister Shimon Peres contended that 
toe Achille Lauro affair ruined toe 
PLO’s credentials for talking 
peace and showed toe world Israel 
was right to portray toe org- 
anisation as "terrorists.” 

It also set toe stage for next 
week’s talks between Peres and 
President Reagan. Both admini- 
strations accepted there was a 
FLO role in the Achille Lauro hij- 
acking and toe killing of three-Xsr- 
aelis in Cyprus last, month, acc- 
ording to him. 

‘Thk could be a turning point in 
toe peace process. It could lead to 
direct, discussions between Israel 


and a J o rd anian- Pal estin i an del- 
egation, minus the PLO.” toe off- 
icial said. 

Other Israeli officials said it 
could be months before the dust 
settled and efforts to set up peace 
negotiations, which have made lit- 
tle progress, had received another 
jolL 

A communique after the weekly 
cabinet meeting underlined that 
Peres would use the Achille Lauro 
affair to back up Israel's con- 
tentions during his UJ5. visit It 
said PLO Inks to the affair would 
be one of toe topics on the agenda. 

After toe meeting, officials str- 
essed toe government was anxious 
toe hijactong should not further 
harm relations with Egypt, toe 
only Arab state that recognises 
Israel. 

Ties already strained were roc- 
ked by toe killing of seven Israeli 
holidaymakers by an Egyptian 
policeman who ran amok in Sinai 
and a remark by President Hosni 
Mubarak dismissing toe killings as 
“a minor incident" 

Israeli anger over toe killings, 
which led to demonstrations out- 
side toe Egyptian embassy here,, 
appeared to have been eased on. 
Sunday by a message from Mr.: 
Mubarak. 

The cabinet communique said 
Peres had received a letter fiom 
toe Egyptian president promising 
a detailed report on the.shoo tings 
and calling it a tragic incident 

Israel Radio interpreted this as 
an “apology” for Mr. Mubarak’s 
earlier remarks.

LONDON (Agencies) — The Bri- 
tish government announced on 
Sunday it would hold talks Mon- 
day with a joint Jordanian- 
PaJestinian delegation including 
'tab Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation members, despite bitter 
criticism from toe press and Bri- 
tish Jewry. 

The Foreign Office refused to 
say where or at what time toe mee- 
ting with Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe would take place, 
citing security needs. 

Jordanian Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Abdul Wahab A1 Majati and 
PLO Executive Committee mem- 
ber Bishop Elia Khouri arrived in 
London oa Saturday. Foreign 
Minister Taher A1 Masri was alr- 
eady in London and PLO Exe- 
cutive Committee member Moh- 
ammad Milhem flew in later Sar- 
urday. 

Mr. Milhem and Bishop Khouri 
reportedly have received death 
threats from Palestinian ext- 
remists for accepting the inv- 
itation extended by Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher when she 
visited Jordan last month. 

The Board of Deputies of Bri- 
tish Jews, which represents Bri- 
tain’s 400.000 Jews, appealed 
again for the cancellation of the 
talks, pointing out that it came in 
toe shadow of the Palestinian hij- 
acking of an Italian cruise ship in. 
the Mediterranean. 

But Sir Geoffrey defended Mrs. 
Thatcher's decision to hold talks 
with toe delegation, toe first mee- 
ting between a senior British cab- 
inet minister and PLO rep- 
resentatives. 

In a British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration radio interview on Sun- 
day. Mr. Howe said: “We think

Regent calls on Europe to 
help peace endeavours 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan. 
toe Regent, said Sunday toe Mid- 
dle East is desperately m need of 
peace called on Europe to help in 
endeavours for peace in toe reg- 
ion. especially m light of toe close 
ties between Europe and toe reg-- 
ion. 

In a recorded address to a con- 
ference on scopes of international 
cooperation, which opened in 
Rome under the slogan of “Oil for 
Peace.” Prince Hassan said that 
only peaceful conditions are con- 
ducive to toe free flow of oil fiom 
the Arab-Warid-urEnrope: - 

Prince Hassan made the address 
on behalf of His Majesty King 
Hussein. 

• .Following is toe text of the spe-: 
edi: 

It is a pleasure to address your 
important meeting on behalf of 
His Majesty King Hussein. I am 
also pleased to pay tribute to the 
Pio Manzu International Res- 
earch Centre for organising these 
.conferences which have become a 
regular feature of your work. 

This gathering reaffirms toe 
strong and dose ties that have 
always existed between the Arab 
World and Europe. The int- 
eraction between our two regions 
has continued throughout rec- 
orded history to influence our for- 
tunes and destiny. This is par- 
ticularly true with toe onset of Isl- 
amic civilisation which has left its 
positive impact on Europe. In 
modem times the process has 
been strengthened by toe int- 
erdependence and commonality 
of interests which has developed 
over recent years. 

Events and developments in 
Europe are quickly felt in toe 
Arab World. The reverse is also 
true. Thus "Oil for Peace." toe 
■theme of your meeting, is par- 
ticularly appropriate. 

However, the escalation of ten- 
sion in our troubled region thr- 
ough acts of violence by ind- 
ividuals and states is threatening 
the entire region and the peace 
process which my brother King 
Hussein has initiated. The Middle 
East is beng polarised in a conflict 
of extremes- The conflict of the 


extremes of left and right damages 
the credibility of a centrist reg- 
ional contribution from the Arab 
World. Moreover, proxy con- 
frontation on a number of issues, 
including oQ. further endangers 
our very identity. The unresolved 
tragic conflict in the Lebanon is 
leading to toe balkanisation of 
that state on ethnic and ide- 
ological grounds. Endemic vio- 
lence in toe Lebanon has lead to a 
series of terrorist actions against 
regional and international targets, 
best exemplified by toe recent hij- 
acking and destruction of one of 
ourplanes and later the hijacking 
of toe TWA plane and toe painful 
ordeal of its passengers; to say 
nothing of kidnappings of dip- 
lomats. professors, doctors, jou- 
rnalises and clergymen, many of 
whom were killed by their captors. 
No two persons can deny that vio- 
lence breeds more violence. On 
toe West Bank of Jordan for ins- 
tance, toe cycle of violence bet- 
ween Israeli occupation forces and 
the Palestinian population has 
readied a new and alarming level. 
Arabs are no longer satisfied to 
await passively a resolution of 
their problems but are beginning 
to take matters into their own 
hands. 

Israel has yet to understand this 
new phenomenon and in its fru- 
stration, continues not only its 
repressive measures against toe 
indigenous population of toe West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, but against 
states that host the Palestinians in 
the diaspora. The invasion of Leb- 
anon in 1982 and toe recent rai.d 
against another sovereign state — 
Tunisia — is illustrative of this 
.point. Our pan of the world, toe 
Middle East, desperately needs 
peace. 

Europe which has enjoyed 
peace for some decades now, 
needs Arab oQ to sustain that 
peace. Although other factors are 
involved in Arab-European rel- 
ations. oil plays a crucial role in 
this formula owing to its pro- 
minence in the world economy. 
Europe needs this commodity to 
fuel its industries and meet its

Spanish police ‘convinced’ that Israelis 
killed in Barcelona were Mossad agents 


BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 
Two men found murdered in this 
Medit er ranean portdfy OcL 9 ami 
.alleged to have been sailors mis- 
sing from an IsraeU container sbqi 
were Israeli secret agents, a new- 
spaper reported Sunday. 

A Barcelona correspondent for 
the independent dafiy £l Pais said 
members of the Spanish police int- 
ernational t er r or ism squad were 
“convinced’* toe two men were 
members of toe Mossad, toe not- 
orious Israeli secret service. 

. A member of the terrorism 
squad refused Sunday to answer 
questions by telephone and refused 
to identify himself, referring the 
caller to the press office of the Spa-. 
nkh national police, dosed until 
Monday. 

The newspaper quoted unn- 
amed police as saying the two 1 
murdered men travelled as sailors 
aboard toe Zhn Caltforeria because 
“It made it easier for them to enter* 
and leave a country without too 
madh hassle from hnmigratioa or 


customs anthorfeie&.” 

The sfafo left Barcelona Oct. 6 
for Halffax, Canada. 

Altoough the Israeli press and 
television carried reports as early 
as OcL 8 that Yaacov Aba, 32, and 
Zion Abu, 36, both of Haifa, were 
missing, Spanish police only ack- 
nowledged toe disappearance OcL 
9 toe day the bound and gigged 
bodies of two men authorities said 
they “believed” were the sailors 
were found in a central Barcelona 
apartmen t. 

Police have never officially ide- 
ntified the bodies as those of toe 
two missing sailors. They said the 
bodies were too badly decomposed 
and that they were awaking more 
ferfiormathn from Israeli aut- 
horities. 

- Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
.Feres told Israel Television Oct. 9 
the two sailors bad been Invited to 
toe apartment for coffee and were 
murdered there by members of the 
Palestinian Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO). 


El Pais said international ter- 
rorism squad members believed 
the two Israelis had come to Bar- 
celona to make contact with the 
men who taler kflted them. 

Police have said they are seeking 
a Palestinian, apparently the last 
person to rent toe apartment, in 
coonectkm with the killing s. 

In telephone calls to Int- 
ernational news agencies in Beirut 
and Madrid OcL 10, an ano- 
nymous spokesman claimed 
“Force 17” had carried out toe 
kflflngs. “Force 17” is an elite unit 
tirat PLO commando initially ser- 
ved as bodyguards for PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat. 

The same gronp was claimed to 
be responsible for the kfllirigs sept. 
25 to Larnaca, Cyprus, of three 
Israelis, initially described as tou- 
rists by Israeli authorities. 

Newspaper reports pub tidied 
subsequently fat France suggested 
flie tiro men and one woman were 
members of the Mossad.

CAIRO (Agencies) — The man 
accused by the United States of 
“masterminding” last week's hij- 
acking of an Indian ship was quo- 
ted Sunday as saying the aim of the 
hijackers was to attack Israel. 

Mohammad Abbas, sought by 
the U^. Justice Department, told 
Egypt’s Middle East News Age- 
ncy (MENA) that the four ship 
hijackers planned a "suicide mis- 
sion” agamst Israel. 

‘Their mission was not to hijack 
toe Italian ship or to threaten the 
lives of the passengers.” Mr. 
Abbas was quoted as saying by 
■‘MENA. “Their destination was 
the Israeli port of Ashdod for the 
purpose of carrying out a suicide 
mission inside the occupied ter- 
ritories.” 

Mr. Abbas was interviewed in 
Belgrade. Yugoslavia, where he . 
flew Saturday night from Rome 
after the Justice Department 
asked Italy for his extradition. Mr. 
Abbas was on the Egyptian air- 
liner diverted to Sicily by U.S. 
warplanes with the four Pal- 
estinian ship hijackers. 

Mr. Abbas, also known as Abu 
Abbas or Abu Khaled. said “pure 
accident changed the course of 
events” when the hijackers were 
discovered after it left the Egy- 
ptian port of Alexandria cm Mon- 
day. 

“This forced them to seize the 
ship,” hesaid. Italian press reports 
said a waiter discovered the hij- 
ackers cleaning their weapons as 
the passengers were having lunch. 

Mr. Abbas denied that the four 1 
hijackers had killed U.S. pas- 
senger Leon Klinghoffer. noting 
that the crippled American had a 
heart condition. 

The 38-year-old Palestinian off- 
icial. a member of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Executive Committee, based his 
denial on statements by the ship's 
captain, Gerardo de Rosa. 

“When I boarded the ship at the 
end of the negotiations with the 
four Pales tin ains. I asked the cap- 
tain whether there had been any 
injuries among the passengers or 
crew members/’ he said. "The 
captain assured me there had been 
no injuries.” 

Mr. Abbas said he was sent to 
Egypt by the PLO leadership to 
help in negotiations to end the hij- 
acking. The hijackers surrendered 
Wednesday 52 hours after the 
takeover. 

“This mission was crowned with 
success with the help of Egyptian 
authorities who made a great eff- 
ort to end the crisis." Mr. Abbas 
said. 

He also expressed gratitude to 
the Italians for allowing him and a 
bodyguard to leave the country 
despite US. demands that he be 
flown to the United States for 
trial.

An anonymous caller for the 
PLF told a Western news agency 
in Beirut on Sunday the hijackers 
of the Achille Lauro were not res- 
ponsible for the death of an Ame- 
rican passenger on board. 

“Our information... established 
that be had a heart attack and was 
moved to the ship's hospital,” toe 
PLF said in a statement dictated to 
the news agency in Beirut “After 
that we don't know bow he dis- 
appeared and who hid him.” 

The PLF statement urged toe 
governments of Italy and Egypt to 
clarify toe circumstances of “toe 
kidnapping of toe American cit- 
izen.” which it suggested was toe 
work of U.S. intelligence. 

"We ask the whole world: what 
mterest would our comrades have 
in killing an old and handicapped 
man?" it said. 

In a similar statement tel- 
ephoned to an international news 
agency here last Friday, toe PLF 
denied it had killed anyone aboard 
toe ship and said toe United States 
would “pay dearly" if toe cap- 
tured hijackers were harmed.

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Iraq reports controlling 
northern Gulf war zone 


BAGHDAD (R) — An Iraqi naval commander was 
quoted Sunday as saying the Iranian Navy had aba- 
ndoned the northern Gulf, leaving the whole war 
zone at the mercy of the Iraqi Air Force and Navy. 


Baghdad newspapers quoted 
the commander, a rear admiral 
whom they did not name, as saying 
Iran had yielded control of the 
area from Bushire to the Shaft A] 
Arab waterway to Iraq. 

This left economic facilities in 
the zone — which includes Iran’s 
main oQ terminal at Kharglsland 
and the southern port of Bandar 
Khomeini — open to daily attack 
by Iraq, he said. 

"The zone includes the most 
important Iranian oilfields, which 
the Tehran Navy left unprotected 
to head southward for man- 
oeuvres that were nothing but a 
show of muscle.” he said in a ref- 
erence to Iranian naval exercises 
last week near the Strait of Hor- 
muz at the entrance to the Gulf. 

The commander said the off- 
shore Behregansar oilfield, hit by 
the Iraqi Navy Saturday, was “an 
important Iranian ofl and eco- 


nomic target consisting of several 
oil 'Wells and a main punping sta- 
tion which pump oil to export 
terminals including the wrecked 
Kharglsland.” 

Iraq has reported 26 air attacks 
on Kharg since Aug. IS in a drive 
to destroy its facilities and cut off 
the oil exports needed to finance 
Iran's war effort. 

Iran says damage has not been 
serious and crude shipments have 
not been significantly disrupted. It 
has threatened to close Hormuz to 
all shipping if its oil exports are 
ever completely halted. 

The admiral said the Beh- 
regansar field., just off the Iranian 
coast and some 60 miles east of the 
nearest Iraqi territory was hit with 
two tonnes of explosives which 
completely destroyed it. 

The Iraqi Navy and Air Force 
would forestal any Iranian att- 
empt to repair the damage at Beh- 


regansar as well as at the Nowruz 
:fiekf further south, attacked by. 
die navy on Oct. 3, die new- 
spapers quoted him as saying. 

PH industry sources in die Gulf 
said most of the Iranian offshore 
oilfields in the war zone had been 
sealed off early in the five- 
year-old war because of their vul- 
nerability to attack.

Iraq said its aircraft launched a 
destructive attack Saturday night 
on a “large naval target” near the 
Iranian coast in die northern Gulf.

(1915 GMT) Saturday and ah the 
aircraft returned safely to base. 
The phrase “a large naval tar- 
” is Iraq's usual term for a tan- 
sr or merchant ship in Gulf war 
communiques. 

The attack was the third Iraqi 
raid. on shaping in the Gulf in die 
past two days. 


FBI to investigate ship hijackers 


HOT SPRINGS. Virginia ( AP) — 
FBI Director William Webster has 
said that "two crack teams” of 
agents have been sent to Italy to 
oversee the prosecution of die 
Palestinian hijackers of the cruise 
ship Achille Lauro. 

Mr. Webster told reporters that 
at least one of the FBI teams 
would go on to Egypt — if per- 
mitted by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment — to do forensic work on 
die cruise ship. 

Mr. Webster also disclosed that 
the FBI is stepping up its sur- 
veillance of several pro- 
Palestinian groups in the United 


States to guard against possible 
e U.S. seizure of 


retaliation for the 
the Egyptian airliner carrying the 
hijackers. 

“There are syrqsathetic org- 
anisations over here that I think 
will continue to be followed very 
closely in order to minimise the 
risk of retaliation.” Mr. Webster 
said. 

Mr. Webster spoke with rep- 
orters after addressing a meeting 
of die U-S. Business Council. 

Mr. Webster said the United 
States would prefer bringing die 
hijackers to trial in this country. 
But he said since Italy has so for 
resisted extradition suggestions. 


•'the FBI stands ready to assist the 
authorities in Italy in their inv- 
estigation. 

'The Italians clearly have (jur- 
isdiction) and they've asserted it. 
We also have jurisdiction and we 
have not waived it” 

“We’re going to work dosely 
with them to be sure they have aU 
the evidence we can develop, all 
the intelligence we can develop... 
and to have access to their inf- 
ormation to further build our cri- 
minal cases.” Mr. Webster said. 

He said that it “remains to be 
seen” whether the United States 
would stOI press to try die hij- 
ackers after their trials are fin- 
ished in Italy. 

He said that under the crime 
control act of 1984. the United 
States shares jurisdiction with 
Italy. That act makes taking a U-S. 
citizen hostage anywhere in the 
world a federal crime in the Uni- 
ted States. 

But he added that “if the Ita- 
lians do their job” efforts to pro- 
secute the gunmen in this country 
migh t be “unnecessary dup- 
lication." 

Mr. Webster said he was “really 
optimistic” about chances of neg- 
otiating with die Egyptians rs. 
even though die Egyptian gov- 


ernment has officially condemned 
die U.S. seizure of its airliner.

KUWAIT ( R) — A Kuwaiti new- 
spaper has said it had received 
more than $10,000 in donations 
for an Egyptian policeman who 
shot dead seven Israeli holiday- 
makers and wounded several oth- 
ers in Sinai last week. 

A1 Watan said Saturday foe 
money had come from Kuwaiti cit- 
izens. institutions and companies 
with messages expressing support 
for foe action. 

The newspaper quoted one 
donor as saying: “If mental sta- 


bility and awareness mean sub- 
mission and concessions we wel- 
come your madness”. 

Egypt said foe killing on Oct. 5 
of four child ren. two women and a 
man was a "limited” incident and 
said foe policeman would be court 
martialled. President Hosni Mub- 
arak described him as “insane.” 

The shooting followed an Israeli 
air raid on headquarters of foe 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
in Tonis, which left 167 people lol- 
led or wounded.

Press emphasises crisis in 
U.S. -Italian relations 


ROME (AP) — Newspapers on 
Sunday headlined an unp- 
recedented crisis in Italian-U.S.

The United States had- asked 
Italy to hold Abbas, who had acc- 
ompanied the four hijackers in foe 
Egyptian plane forced to land in 
Sicily, early Friday by US. jet- 
fighters, pending a formal ext-’ 
radition request

leaning daily La Repuhblica. with 
a sub-headline reading, “foe int-

Iranian prime minister 
approved for 2nd term 


LONDON (Agencies) — Mir- 
Hossein .Mousavi was confirmed 
in office for a second term as 
prime minister of Iran by vote of 
foe Majlis (parliament) Sunday, 
the National News Agency IRNA 
said. 

The poll was 162-73 in favour 
of Mr. Mousavi with 26 abs- 
tentions. foe agency, received in 
London, reported. 

Mr. Mousavi. a 42-year-old 
former architect, had been nom- 
inated by President Ali Kha- 
menei. sworn in for a second 
four-year term three days ago fol- 
lowing his September election vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Mousavfs reappointment 
had been in doubt until a few days 
ago, with Tehran newspapers rep- 
orting that Mr. Khamenei fav- 
oured a less radical premier. 

But it became a certainty after 
spiritual leader Ayatollah Ruh- 
oilah Khomeini expressed con- 
fidence in Mr. Mousavi in a mes- 
sage to 135 deputies who sup- 
ported him. 

IRNA said talks would continue 
on formation of a new cabinet, 
quoting newspapers as saying they 
might last two weeks. 

Observers said this reflected 
continuation of a power struggle, 
mainly over economic policy, 
between advocates of private ent- 
erprise and radical "populists'* 
campaigning against property 
owners. 

The opposition to Mr. Mousavi 


came from conservative cle- 
rgymen and the "Bazare” or bus- 
iness community- who charged 
that his stay in power for another 
four years would endanger Iran's 
future.

The WFP will provide Jordan 
with basic food supplies for far- 
mers whose lands are involved in 
fee project, Mr. Rimawi added. 
He said feat fee WFPs decision 
was based on the rec- 
ommendations of WFP teams who 
visited Jordan last April and 
whose members inspected fee 
project being carried out in var- 
ious parts of the Kingdom. 

According to Mr; Rimawi. nea- 
rly 100,000 dunums of land 
owned by small farmers, and ano- 
ther 100.000 owned by ihe state, 
are included in fee project and will 
be reclaimed and planted with 
fruit trees.

Safety measures should be a prerequisite 
in obtaining building licences, CDD says 


AMMAN (Petra) — A two-day 
symposium an engineering safety 
and industrial security opened at 
the Professional Associations 
Complex in A mman Sunday. 
Addressing fee opening session 
was Minister of Labour and Social 
Development Khaled A I Haj Has- 
san who said feat bis ministry is 
keen to introduce measures at 
industrial concerns in Jordan 
which would ensure safety for 
workers and provide protection 
against occupational hazards.

horisation for building is granted. 

CDD Director Lieutenant 
General Khaled Tarawneb said 
that procedures are currently 
underway for issuing formal leg- 
islation making it compulsory for 
all owners of factories or public 
buildings to indude safety mea- 
sures in the premises in order to 
ensure public safety. 

He said in a statement to fee 
Jordanian News Agency. Petra, 
feat this step was deemed nec- 
essary in view of fee rapid ind- 
ustrial development in fee country 
and the construction of premises 
bousing large numbers of workers. 

The CDD is fee authority res- 
ponse le for ensuring that safety 
measures are included in all bui- 
ld togs as a means to protect 
human lives from fires and other 
dangers. Lt>Gen. Tarawneh 
added. Every large building sho- 
uld have a fire escape, water tanks 
and warning systems before a lic- 
ence can be issued and this move is 
in harmony with the Jordan Nat- 
ional Building Code, he said. 

Potential dangers 

Lt.-Gen. Tarawneh cautioned 
against any delay in implementing 
these new measures because he 
said feat buDdtogs with no proper 
or effective safety measures could 
be potentially dangerous as ft 
might be impossible or difficult to 
rescue its occupants in case of an 
emergency. 

Factories, hotels and other bui- 
ldings. especially those occupied 
by 100 persons or more, should 
have all the necessary safety and 
security arrangements. Lt--Gen. 
Tarawneh added. 

The civil defence director ret- 
urned to Amman on Friday from a 
two-week official visit to Japan 
and South Korea during which he 
mspected safety and security mea- 
sures at various public buildings, 
factories and companies in both 
countries. 


Housing Corporation prepares 
to hand over Abu Nuseir units 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Housing 
Corporation's board of directors 
met here Sunday under fee cha- ' 
irmanship of Minister of Mun- 
icipal and Rural Affairs and the 
Environment Marwan AI Hmoud. 
The board decided on fee pri- 
nciples and regulations to be fpl- . 
lowed in handing 'over housing, 
units -at 'ftfe Abu Miisefr -housing 
project to government-employees 
who applied for fee low-oost hou- 
sing. 

According to the decisions 
taken at the meeting, each emp- 
loyee entitled to purchase a hou- 
sing unit in the new estate should 
report to the Housing Cor- 
poration within ten days after his 
name appears in the local press in 
order to discuss arrangements for 
instalment payments. 

All government employees ent- 
itled to own such units should pay 
the advance payment to fee Hou- 
sing Corporation within seven 
years and should undertake to set-' 
tie the rest of the cost over a per- 
iod extending up to 25 years, acc- 
ording to a statement issued after 
the meeting. 


The statement said feat these 
regulations apply only to gov- 
ernment employees who have the 
right to purchase fee new units. 

On Thursday the government 
decided to exempt beneficiaries 
from covering fee extra cost of 
services such as water and ele- 
ctricity .getyvorks wfciffh were in£- rf 
tall^ret^tly-aufee. housing je&-‘ 
ate. Oivil'servants taking fee new 
houses are also exempt from cov- 
ering fee cost of a wastewater tre- 
atment plant for fee project. 

The Housing Corporation also 
announced that : units will be han- 
ded over .to government emp- 
loyees early next year, more than 
four years since fee start of the 
project which was originally sch- 
eduled to be completed in 24 
months. 

Housing Corporation Director 
Shafiq Zawaideh had earlier ann- 
ounced that employees would 
have to pay for the cost of the 
extra services but the ensuing pub- 
lic controversy over the issue 
prompted fee government to step 
to and resolve the affair.

Jordanians, Palestinians offer 
condolences to family of 
murdered Arab political activist

AMMAN — The family of Alex Odeb, a prominent 
Arab- American leader, who was killed in a bomb 
explosion in the United States last Friday, started to 
receive condolences from Jordanians and Pal- 
estinians at the Society of Jeffnah on Sunday. 


Mr. Oddi, the coordinator of 
the American Arab Anti- 
Descrimination Committee 
(ADC) in fee West Coast of fee 
US., was killed when an explosive 
device ripped through fee org- 
anisation’s office in Santa Ana in 
California. 

His Majesty King Hussein Sat- 
urday deputised* Jordanian Amb- 
assador to fee United States Moh- 
ammad Kama! to extend con- 
dolences to fee wife and brothers 
of Mr. Odeh in Santa Ana. The 
King also sent a message to the 
ADC in Washington in which he 
expressed his total support for fee 
organisation and urged it.to con- 
tinue “combatting terrorism and 
to continue its struggle to achieve 
a just, durable and peaceful set- 
tlement to the Palestinian que- 
stion.” 

The ADC was formed five years 
agp by Mr. James Abu Rezk. a 
former senator of South Dakota, 
with fee objectives of combatting 
anti-Arab stereotyping and to 
explain fee Arab view of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. At a press 
conference in Washington on Sat- 
urday. Mr. Abu Rezk accused fee 
American administration of “cre- 
ating an atmosphere in which 
people who are unbalanced can 
convince themselves that planting 
bombs is an act condoned by the 
authorities.” 

Mr. Odeh. 43. was killed a day 
after he appeared on a local tel- 


evision station for an interview 
during which he defended Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yysser Arafat. 

He was quoted as nafrihgsaid in 
the interview that the PLO had 
nothing to do with fee hijacking of 
an Italian liner by Palestinian 
gunmen last week and that Mr. 
Arafat “did an excellent job and 
we commend him for his positive 
role in solving the issue (the ship 
hijacking)." 

In the same interview he des- 
cribed Mr. Arafat as “a man of 
peace." The PLO leadership in 
Tunis has condemned fee killing 
of Mr. Odeh calling it an ass- 
assination. 

A local southern Californian 
station reported on Friday that a 
man walked into fee A DC 1 office 
in Santa Ana before 9 a.m. and 
delivered a package containing 
the bomb. It exploded when it was 
opened by Mr. Odeh. (tilling him 
and injuring seven other people. 

Mr. Odeh was bom in Jeffnah. a 
small town near Ramallah in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank. He 
went to school in Birzeit. Nablus 
and Ramallah. He obtained a 
Bachelors of Art in political sci- 
ences and economics from the 
University of Cairo before leaving 
to fee U.S. in iy72 where be obt- 
ained a Masters Degree in pol- 
itical sciences from fee California 
State University in Los Angeles 
before teaching politics at the

Coast Line Community College. 

Mr. Odeh became involved in 
the A rail community's activities 
which aimed at clarifying the Pal- 
estinian question to fee American 
public. Mr. Odeh used to give lec- 
tures on the Palestinian question 
at community centres and at ihe 
different universities in California 
and other parts of the U.S. He also 
was known for organising pro- 
Arab rallies and cultural events to 
introduce Americans to the Pal- 
estinian heritage and history. 

In the early eighties Mr. Odeh 
headed the Orange County 
branch of the Palestine Arab 
Fund, an American- Palestinian 
organisation which raises funds 
for fee victims of Israeli raids and 
for Palestinian institutions in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. The 
Palestine Arab Fund was also vety 
active during the Israeli invasion 
of Lebanon m 1982 and staged 
many protest rallies against Israel 
and the U.S. administration in 
California. 

A father of th ree daughters. .Vlr. 
Odeh had written three Ixroks on 
Palestine, one of which was ent- 
itled "Whispers in Exile.” 


JJA calls for measures to halt Israeli 
censorship of Arab publications 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jor- ning fee publication and cir- 
danian Journalists’ Association . culatfon of hundreds of cultural 
(JJA) Sunday appealed to Arab, and scientific hooks and have dis- 
foreign and international org- rupted classes at Bir Zeil.

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Israel’s hopeless fight 

ISRAEL hopes to make some capital out of the spate of 
violence that has hit the Middle East in recent weeks. A 
p^intry that thrives on bloodshed and vengeance does not 
deserve international respect and understanding. But 
such is the sorry state of affairs in this part of the world: 
Israel has to be accommodated If die cycle of violence and 
instability is to end. 

The Arab World has said and repeated, loudly and 
dearly, its desire to end die state of war with the Zionist 
state provided that the Palestinians are given their equal 
share in Palestine and their legitimate rights to self- 
determination and statehood. No, Israel has said: Any 
settlement to the Palestinian problem has to be fashioned 
only in a way that meets its demands. This has meant the 
predominance of Israel’s superiority and hegemony over 
Arabs before and after any peaceful formula is readied. 

This is a precondition that Arabs will not accept, not 
now, not later, not ever. Israel can exist in the midst of the 
Arab World but only if it accepts the inevitability of its 
existence as a minority state with all that goes with it in 
concept and practice. 

It is in this context that Israel is ill-advised to continue 
its mad war against the PLO and the Palestinian people. 
If those are the true enemy of Israel, then Israelis have to 
talk with them and accommodate their basic demands. 
This is the only and sure way towards lasting peace. AH 
other avenues are totally blocked. 

The saga of the Achille Lauro hijacking may have 
indeed been a windfall propaganda for Israel. But this is 
only half the truth, as the violent events of the past few 
weeks have proved. The cardinal fact remains that the 
, cyde of violence will not be broken by ^ctodh^ anybody ^ 
from the search for peace. Israeli-Arab peace cannot and 
will not be readied at the expense of the Palestinian 
people. Only with legitimate Palestinian participation 
and full involvement in die quest for it can peace be had.

Al Ra'i: U.S. gesture to Israel 

ISRAEL ANNOUNCED Saturday that the U.S. seizure of the Egy- 
ptian plane carrying the hijackers out of Egypt was a practical sup- 
port for Israel's air raid on the PLO headquarters in Tunis. This 
declaration dearly reflects that the United States wanted to com- 
pensate Israel for its abstention at the recent U.N. Security Council 
session which condemned Israel's aggression. ' 

The hijacking of the ship and die Egyptian plane only provided the 
US. with the proper, tool to offer this compensation. The int- 
erception of the plane for which Reagan took pride, as its mas- 
termind, was carried out only in favour of Israel, to win its sat- 
isfaction. or rather served as a bfll which the United States had to 
pay to Israel at the expense of Egypt s dignity. 

This wicked American attitude will not be deleted from the minds 
and memories of the Arab masses. It constitutes another subversive 
element directed against the peace process, and a means of rek- 
indling hostilities in the Middle EpsL - 

Italy, for its part has nor.yet provided any denial of its role in die 
whole affair particularly because the NATO base where the plane 
was taken lies on its territory, and also because the Israeli planes that 
raided Tun is re-fuelled at this Italian base on its way to carry out its 
evil mission. 

Al Dustour: An act of terrorism 

THERE IS no doubt that the fast moving events in the Med- 
iterranean region over the past week had created tension in the whole 
region, but most importantly, they had caused considerable harm to 
the peace process. This was exactly what Israel wanted and worked 
for so diligently. 

This dangerous situation in our region is clearly in Israel’s favour 
because it creates an atmosphere that does not help the peace process 
to go ahead but helps Israel to perpetuate its occupation of Arab land 
ana consolidate its hold over the region’s destiny through terrorism 
and piracy. 

Of course. US. interception of an Egyptian plane was illegal, and 
endangered civil aviation freedom, but this act was also intended to 
give legal support for Israel's air raid on the headquarters of the PLO. 
which Washington claims adopts acts of terrorism and condones iL 

Israel has recently announced its intention of pursuing its raids on 
all PLO positions in any parts of the Arab World, and the American 
seizure of the Egyptian plane represents an encouragement for Israel 
to follow that path and to carry out its threats. 

But all of this is bound to increase tension in this region and is 
bound to encourage war instead of peace.

The fairy tale of protectionism

THE ARGUMENTS for tariffs 
and trade restrictions are many. 
They indude: expanding the pro- 
duction of the protected industry, 
thus increasing national income, 
creating and expanding home 
markets, improvtog tire trade bal- 
ance. checking consumption of 

luxuries, maintaining domestic 
wages, and counteracting lower 
costs of imported goods. Other 
arguments indicate teat trade res- 
trictions could serve as a mec- 
hanism of distributing income. att- 
racting means of production from 
abroad, reducing unemployment 
and allowing infant industries to 
stand on their feet 

Non -economic arguments also 
have been advanced. They indude 
tee need to maintain national sec- 
urity and defence. tee necessity of 
preserving bote tee special ethos 
of tee nation, aid specific classes 
of population (tariffs on agr- 
icultural commodities might lie 
under this heading). 

A preposterous argument that 
is ironically humorous, has it teat 
trade re s trict i ons increment pur- 
chasing power in tee national eco- 



nomy 
sector 

ustrial production 
simply because the purchasing 
power of tee consumers of ind- 
ustrial products, has gone up. This 
argument, when reversed, would 
also indicate teat industrial pro- 
tection will increase the pur- 
chasing power available for agr- 
icultural product and tee end res- 
ult will be benefxtting agriculture. 
“Hat der Bauer Geld, so hafs die 
Gauze Welt — when the peasant 
waxes fat. all the world grows rid) 
on that” so they said. 

The propblem with the pur- 
chasing power argument are two 
fold:

Iran quietly trying 
to regain friends

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran is quietly 
trying to improve relations 
with Eastern and Western 
countries following six years of 
self-imposed seclusion. The cha- 
nge has yielded results, including 
agreements for increased coo- 
peration and trade. 

The friendly overtures seek to 
improve political and economic 
relations with the rest of the 
world, severely strained after the 
1979 Islamic revolution and the 
U.S.-led embargo teat followed 
the U.S. embassy crisis. 

The embargo has largely cri- 
ppled Iran's ability to buy wea- 
pons and spares needed for its 
six-year-okl war with Iraq. Iraqi 
air attacks are limiting Iran's abi- 
lity to ship oil and cutting its oil 
income. 

I ranian foreign ministry off- 
icials refused to grant interviews 
on the country’s foreign policy. 
But some officials say privately 
thaLtop priority is -beinggiven to' 
overcoming the country’s ind- 
ustrial problems by seeking tec- 
hnology agreements with Japan 
and East Bloc nations. 

Links with Western Europe 
have also been expanding, with 
West Germany topping tee lost of 
countries responding to Iran's fri- 
endly overtures. 

In the past year. Iran has sent 
high-level delegations to China. 
Japan, tee Soviet Union and sev- 
eral Third World nations. And 
though the ptospect of restoring 
relations with the United States 
remains remote, Iranian leaders 
say they have to be repaired som- 
etime. 

Iran last week dropped its 
long-standing demand to expel 
Israel from the United Nations. 

The vitriolic tone of Iranian 
speeches during the early rev- 
olutionary days, when (he sup- 
erpowers were relentlessly dep- 
icted as “the great satans.” has 
been gradually watered down. 

Iran has played host to a min- 
isterial delegation from Saudi 
Arabia on behalf of the Gulf Coo- 
peration Council, some of whose 
members fear tee spread of Iran's 
brand of Islamic finKfamcnniijiin- 

Tehran ilso has signed multi- 
million dollar accords with nei- 
ghbouring Turkey and Pakistan, 
reviving a 1964 agreement for reg- 
ional economic cooperation. ■ 
Observers here attach par- 
ticular interest to Iran's app- 
roaches to China and Japan. 


During a visit to Peking in June, 
the speaker of parliament Ali 
Akbar Hasbemj Rafsanjani. said 
Iran and China had agreed on “90 
per cent 1 ' of the issues discussed. 
Bilateral trade is expected to 
reach an unprecedented $600 mil- 
lion this year. 

Rafsanjani also traveled to 
Japan in the first visit by an official 
of tee Islamic Republic to an ind- 
ustrialised democracy. 

The trip brought about an acc- 
ord to establish regular ministerial 
consultations to step up economic 
cooperation. 

Japan is already one of Iran's 
major ofl customers and is helping 
fund construction of a multi- 
bfllion-dollar petrochemical com- 
plex in tee southern port of Ban- 
dar Khomeini. 

Rafsanjani hinted there may be 
room for some improvement in 
relations with tee United States 
when he told Japanese journalists 
on- July 3: “We are not going to 
sever relations with tee Ame- 
ricans forever. 

“But tee United State must 
, take teeinitiative and should reo- 
pen tee past deeds and com- 
pensate for what they have done," 
he added, possibly to mollify Ira- 
nian public opinion. 

Ui. President Ronald Rea- 
gan’s administration regularly las- 
hes out at Iran as tee cradle of 
terrorism. . 

Washington’s decision to res- 
tore full diplomatic relations with 
Iraq last November has further 
alienated Tehran, which sees tee 
move as a potentially, dangerous 
alliance in the Iran-Iraq war. 

The Soviet Union, which is 
Iraq's main weapons supplier, has 
also kept its distance from Iran. 

Last July, the Soviets withdrew 
an unspecified number of tec- 
hnicians working in Iran for what 
Moscow termed “security rea- 
sons." 

The withdrawal sparked an 
angry reaction in Tehran, which 
accused tee Soviets of “trying to 
create difficulties" by causing ele- 
ctricity shortages, further bur- 
dening Iran’s troubled economy. 

After a five-day visit to Moscow 
in July. Iranian officials were said 
to have received assurances that 
the technicians, who were working 
in hydroelectric projects, would 
return soon. 

Relations between Tehran and 
Moscow have also been strained 
because of Iran’s crackdown on 
Iranian Co mmunis ts of tee Tudeh 
Party and Iran’s support for anti- 
Soviet guerrillas in neighbouring 
Afghanistan. 



U.S. sanctions making little 
impact on South Africa

^WASHINGTON — Store Prel 
sident Reagan imposed sanctions 
on South Africa one month ago. 
the United States has seen few 
concrete signs that Pretoria's 
white minority government has 
heeded Washington's message. 

“I don’t think we can draw any 
real conclusion at this stage as to 
whether our signals are being cor- 
rectly understood," said Chester 
Crocker. Assistant Secretary of 
State for Africa and chief architect 
of UJS. policy there. 

'The signal is teat there is no 
debate to this country about apa- 
rtheid... tee only debate is about 
bow to encourage its demise." 
Crocker told Reuters. ' 

“There is no American support 
for tee status quo... we want to see 
it ended and ended now," 

Nonetheless, Washington has 
not set a deadline on its calls for 
“concrete implementation’' of a 
series of reforms announced in 
recent weeks by South African 
President P.W. Botha. 

“The clock that’s basically tic- 
king here is a South /African clock 
not an American one....’’ Crocker 
said. “The real answer is that it's 
up to tee South Africans the- 
mselves.” 

The main impact so far of Rea- 
gan’s sanctions, mainly symbolic 
moves to curtaQ bank loans and 
exports, has been to stave off more 
serious, punitive economic action 
by Congress.

?ii4ctively r^otvedteeSouth Africa 
''debate for the rest-ofthis year, but 
tee anti-apartheid bill could be 
revived to January after Con- 
gress's Christmas recess if reforms 
have not been furthered, a con- 
gressional source said. 

Reagan reversed his long-held 
opposition to sanctions and imp- 
osed his own on tee same day the 
Senate was due to vote on a pac- 
kage of stronger measures, a move 
critics say was calculated to avoid 
a politically damaging defeat and 
defuse growing public pressure for 
a change to U.S. policy. 

“I believe the sanctions were 
designed to try and push this issue 
aside," said a spokesman for Tra- 
il safrica. the group organising 
daily protests outside tee South 
African embassy. 

“We firmly believe the Reagan 
administration supports the South 
African regime and is more con- 
cerned with preventing Com- 
munism to tee area than ending 
apartheid." he said.^ * 

The congressional source said 
he believed administration off- 
icials “really want to get away 
fro m tee focus on South Africa" to 
allow Reagao to push ahead with 
pet domestic programmes such as 
a mammoth tax reform plan. 

Critics also charged that tee 
administration has been emb- 
arrassed by recent South African 
riads into Angola and its violation 
of a US. -brokered peace pact 
with Mozambique. 


Crocker denied U.S.-South . 
Africa policy was on tee back bur- 
ner. But he stressed teat while the 
US. wanted to see apartheid 
ended, it mattered very much how 
this happened. 

“We’re not interested in .sup- 
porttog scenarios that will simply 
lead to the destabilisation of eve-r 
tybody and with no promise for a 
better future." he said. “But we 
believe if s very urgent indeed teat 
we see these commitments tra- 
nslated into action because tee 
alternative is a scenario which gets 
worse not better.” 

The commitments announced 
by Botha included plans to con- 
sider citizenship for millions of 
blacks living to so-called tribal 
homelands, abolishing pass laws 
teat control where blacks can live 
and tfork and giving blacks a role 
on the President’s Council, an' 
official advisory body. 

But no action has been taken on 
the reforms, no progress has been 
made on talks with black leaders 
and a state of emergency is still in 
force in 36 areas. 

Crocker, asked whether he bel- 
ieved (he US. sanctions had con- 
tributed to prospects for change 
in'South Africa, replied: ‘Tm not 
going to say teat we’ve played no 
role at all... but I wouldn't argue 
.for a minute teat our positions 
have led the government to do 
things it otherwise wasn't going to 
do." 

Crocker stressed that Reagan's 


sanctions were meant as a signal of 
U.S. displeasure and not to dam- 
age the South African economy. 
They simply formalised existing 
commercial practice. 

Reagan banned loans to the 
South African government from 
U.S. banks which had already vol- 
untary reduced lending to a tri- 
ckle. and barred tee sale to South#* 
African security agencies of U.S. 
computer equipment, largely cov- 
ered by American companies' ref- 
usal to supply agencies which enf- 
orce apartheid. 

He restricted exports of nuclear 
technology that could be used for 
military purpose. The Carter adm- 
inistration had banned tbe sale of 
most nuclear equipment to tee late 
1970s. . 

A ban last week on imports of 
krugerrand gold coins may hurt, 
but sales were down to $88 million 
to the first half of this year from 
485 million in the same 1 984 pec-jf 

Gary Hufbauer. a private eco- 
nomist and sanctions expert, said 
more impact derived from dec- 
isions by several U.S. states and 
dozens of cities and universities to 
divest from American firms doing 
business in South Africa. 

Many U.S. firms have reduced 
or sold teeir operations there and 
tee latest commerce department 
figures show that direct U.S. inv- 
estment to South Africa has fallen 
from $2.6 billion in 1981 to 51. S 
billion last year.

As anti-American rioting broke 
out on tee streets of Cairo.

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Iraqi scholar explores concept of Islamic justice 
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By Grace Halsell 

WASHINGTON — For more 
.than 50 years, Majid Khadduri has 
researched. taught aid written on 
Arabic and Islamic issues — and 
from Jhe beginning he disti- 
nguished hims elf as a seminal thi- 
nker and innovator. For example: 

— He established one of the 
first Middle East study centres in. 
America — this at Johns Hopkins 
University: ' 

■ — He was the first tp introduce 
m to the airrioda of any American 
university a course on the Sharia 
law. (Other universities soon fol- 
lowed his initiative}. 

. — He was the first to write a 
definitive paper on human rights 
in Islam- — doing so while a mem- 
ber of the Iraqi delegation to die 
San Francisco United Nations 
Conference in 1945. 

Now, 40 years later. Professor 
Khaddiiri has again written on this; 
subject making it an important 
section in his latest book. The Isl- 
amic Conception of Justice, pub- 
lished by the Johns Hopkins Uni-* 
versify Press. “I cover the subject 
of h uman righ ts in an appendix 
because it cannot be a chapter, it is 
wider than justice,'* Dr. Khaddiiri 
said. In this section he explains' 
how Islamic justice compares wife 
Western justice, and bow it relates 
to fee United Nations' human 
rights declaration. “One reason I 
wanted to write this book was to 
help people in fee West und- 
erstand more about Islamic law 
and justice,' 1 he said. 

Now recognised as one of fee 
world’s pre-eminent authorities 
on Islamic law and jurisprudence. 


Khartum. a Johns Hopkins pro- 
fessor from 1949 to 1970 and dir- 
ector of fee university’s centre for 
Middle East Studies from 1960 
until 1980. says his latest book 
represents a “summation of a liftfs 
study and reflection on Islamic 
political, legal, ethnical and social 
philosophy. He began work on 
feebookin 1970, while teaching a 
course as Islamic law at Oxford 
-University, then set that work 
aside to write three other books. 

In 1980, after becoming pro- 
fessor emeritus, Khaddiiri turned 
his full attention to The Islamic 
Conception of Justice which rev- 
iewers have acclaimed as imp- 
ortant for scholars of Islam as well 
as for political scientists who want 
to study Islam and its impact on 
fee Middle East 
After fee Prophet died. Pro- 
fessor Khaddiiri says, Muslims 
began a political debtate on fee 
ways a ruler would or should be 
just. “Between philosophy and th- 
eology there is a great deal of iot- 
erreiationship. and so 1 have cha- 
pters on ethnical justice and legal 
justice. And then I deal wife jus- 
tice among fee states. And I dev- 
ote fee last chapter to social jus- 
tice and in what ways soda! justice 
was considered.” 

Wife the exception of Turkey. 
“All fee Muslim countries follow 
in nut Islamic law. Some have a 
different system, for instance 
Egypt Syria and Iraq have other 
modem legislation which ori- 
ginally had nothing to do wife 
Islam. They just took it from fee 
West But now there is a trend for 
Islamising or unifying fee legal 
system in- a way so they can rei- 


ntroduce Islamic law and reenact 
fee code of law, such as civil law 
'and commercial law and penal 
■law. The tendency is now to have a 
more uniform system by bringing 
fee codes of law feat have their 
own legal systems and adapt it to 
each Islamic country 

“There is a dvfl law in Egypt 
that was adopted as a combination 
of Islamic and Western element” 
he continued. “Syria adopted it 
after Egypt in 1949, then Iraq. 
Some countries are considering 
readopting penal law. 

“Egypt is among fee first to 
bring me penal law within fee 
framework of Islamic law.” Kha- 
dduri said. “It hasn’t been ena- 
cted. I was in Cairo gathering 
more material for this book and 
they have been considering penal 
laws. 

“If Egypt does it and does it 
well, I mink it would be a good 
model for others. It is now being 
debated- When I saw President' 
Mubarak, he said. 'Let them work 
it out.’ He did not want to enter 
into fee details because if he did it 
would be exploited for political 
reasons.” 

Islamic economists are today 
engaged in heated debate over the 
components of a system of eco- 
nomic justice. Professor Khadduri 
does not explore this subject at 
length. This may be because his 
book is more an academic ende- 
avour rather than a pragmatic blu- 
eprint written for use by eco- 
nomists and politicians or by those 
who control systems of gov- 
ernment. 

However, this question — can 
Islam work economically — is 


being rased in many countries 
today, wife Sudan being fee latest 
country to apply an Islamic eco- 
nomic system. The debate con- 
tinues in official circles and among 
people who are members of Isl- 
amic groups. While these matters 
are not dealt wife specifically in 
Khaddurfs book, he touches on 
some of fee issues, subh as int- 
erest He also touches on fee sys- 
tem of taxation, winch if of par- 
amount importance in 'fee current 
debate on an Islamic system of 
economics. 

Among Dr. Khadduris thirteen 
other books are four whkfe deal 
with his native country, Iraqi They 
are: The Government of Iraq, Ind- ■ 
ependent Iraq, Republican 'Iraq 
'and Socialist Iraq. . - 

Two of his most popular books. 
Arab Contemporaries: The Role of 
Personalities in Politics 11973) 
and Arab Personalities in Politics 
(1981), deal wife leaders of the 
Arab world before and after 
World War Q. as well as some of 
fee contemporaries. In personal 
interviews, he sought to capture 
fee personality of the leader, inc- 
luding his philosophical or ide- 
ological orientation; what he 
hoped to achieve and how be wan- 
ted to run fee country. For half a 
century, Khadduri has studied 
behind-the-scenes th inke rs who 
influenced Arab political thought 
as well as leaders who managed to 
reach positions of authority such 
as Gamal Abdul Nasser, Nuri A1 
Said and King Faisal. 

“I have known all of them.” he 
says of the Arab leaders. “And 
talked with each of them more 
than (mce. I sat talking with Nas- 


ser. he and I alone, andon another 
occasion, it was wife a group. He 
was the only one wife whom I met 
only twice, fee others, a half dozen 
or more times.” 

Among the Arab leaders fee 
most admired were Nur AI Said of 
Iraq and King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia. “Although they are dif- 
ferent. they fit my description of a 
leader who is both idealistic and 
practical — a pragmatist In the 
case of Nasser he was a great lea- 
der. very popular among fee peo- 
ple. He tried to seize opp- 
ortunities. He capitalised on cir- 
cumstances and he tried to playoff 
one great power against the other, 
but this worked against him in the 
long run. He did not really have a 
welT 7 rounded approach to int- 
ernational relations. Also be fai- 
led badly on the home front” 

And who would be. in Dr. Kha- 
ddurfs view, an ideal leader - 
today? He would have Nasser’s, 
popularity, Nuri Al Said's insight 
and vision and King Faisal’s int- 
egrity and care for values. 

As regards the Arab-Israeli 
conflict Khadduri. who assisted in 
drafting fee letter sent to Pre- 
sident Roosevelt cm the Pal- 
estinian issue in 1943. advocates 
that Arabs today follow what he 
terms “empirical idealism”. The- 
oretically. he explains, “fee Arabs 
must get their rights, but the que- 
stion is how? The Arabs should 
always keep in mind a kind of str- 
ategy and try to work toward it by 
taking practical steps, with gra- 
dual gams.” 

In his view of “empirical ide- 
alism” the first step is to keep Isr- 
ael under control, feat is. fromfur-

titer expansion. “This is the most 
important challenge fee A rabs are 
feeing: not to give it any opp- 
ortunity to expand. And until the 
conditions are right for a Pal- 
estinian state, any attempt to push 
this is not going to work. All fee 
major powers support Israel, and 
they base this on their interests:” 
Khadduri, who helped establish 
fee Universtiy of Libya, today has 
fee pleasure of watching many of 
his graduates carry oq hs work in 
research and teaching, as well as 
serving in high governmental 
posts. A former student Eli 
Salem, who served as foreign min- 
ister of Lebanon, says he will not 
forget fee inspiration Khadduri 
instilled in him and countless oth- 
ers. “He gave us the feeling that 
we were all destined for great car- 
eers ... He treated all his students 
as if each were a special prize” — 
Arab News. 


Al Hakawati children’s production lacks coherent theme

THE PLAY Sharshooh (a winged 
minotauc).is the most recent pro- 
duction by a new children’s group 
under the sponsorship of tbeHak- 
awati theatrical troupe. The play, 
performed by the 14-member tro- 
upe. was first shown at Nuzha Al 
Hakawati Theatre in Jerusalem on 
August 16. and was really meant 
to address adults despite the act- 
ors. It was written and produced 
by Hakawati veteran Radi She- 
ll ad eh. 

Briefly, the play, which is in' 
nine acts, attempts to narrate what 
happened to a group of people 
from Khabisa village who died 
many years ago- They are brought 
, to life agajnin^be form of children . 
. ip qr$er fo .tfll fee audieoge what 
.happened .io them before they 
were shot dead by enemy soldiers. 
The children, who suffered the 
troubles of war. wan t to bring back 
tranquility to their village. An 
apparition of fee Sharshooh app- 
ears. They see it as a mythological 
force prompting them to think 
that it is their saviour and they 
build a shrine to h. However, 
some children consider it the opp- 
osite and want to smash it. 

Several scenes in fee play dea- 
ling with sub-topics appear such as 
the scene wife the wonderbox man 
who projects various kinds of pic- 
tures in a box for children's amu- 


sement The scene may be meant 
to reflect a happy village atm- 
osphere. The scene of Abu Nyab. 
fee doctor of sectarianism, reflects 
a major change in fee village, 
whose inhabitants are now infused 
wife fee idea of separating into 
groups of Muslims, Christians. 
Jews and Druze. A sectarian atm- 
osphere is feus created. Market 
scenes reflect bargaining, crowds, 
exploitation and violence. One 
scene shows a fight between two 
men over fee removal of sewage 
from fee sewers and drains. A 
seme involves a sackman. one 
who putt a sack over his head to 
hide h is identity and then serves as 
a stool pigeon for fee authorities. 

This is apparently fee main uni- 
fying sceneupon which the whole 
•story is constructed. Thecbfldretr 
are shot dead in this scene and fee 
Hakawati stroyteUer narrates fee* 
sackman’s story. It turns out he is 
note killed but faces worse than 
death.- In fact he is tortured to 
death by two men who int- 
errogated him. The last scene 
shows two groups of children rai- 
sing Israeli and Palestinian flags 
while playing on a seesaw. Toe 
war then continues. End of Story. 

The problem wife the play is 
feat the theme is vaguely shown 
and the audience does not know 
what is fee importance or rel- 
evance of all these scenes that 


must be designed to contribute to 
fee theme of the [day. Eventually 
we realise that the theme is div- 
ision among the children over how 
they should react to fee Sha- 
rshooh. Shebadeh justified the 
lack of unify in fee action of fee- 
play by saying. “It is a modem 
presentation. The audience must 
see their own reality reflected in 
these scenes.” He admitted feat 
many scenes could have been 
added. The only unification ele- 
ments in these scenes are the-Sfca- 
rshooh and the presence of a man 
dressed m black costume wife 
white skeletons. 

There are some technical 
.elements which make fee play dis- 
tinct The reincarnation of the vil- 
lage ehildrea helps fee audience 
enter into fee world of fantasy and 
arouses their imagination so feat 
fee first two scenes are really fan- 
tastic. One shows the children 
being rebora in plastic cylinder 
feat descends from fee roof of fee 
theatre. It is followed by a ske- 
leton disco dance. The movement 
of fee children seemed perfect in 
feis. scene. However, this was due- 
to fee impression created by the 
children wearing black gowns 
upon which fee phosphoric des- 
igns of skeletons are fixed. The 
black light made the skeletons bri- 
ghter and helped add vitality to 
their dance. 



The use of symbols adds to the 
play’s sophistication. The winged 
.minotaur is fee main one. The str- 
ange TV fixed on a tower named 
“The Popularly Licenced Overt 
Propaganda (PLOP)” is a tec- 
hnique employed in fee play to 
broadcast short political messages 
and vague slogans. Peihaps the 
similarity in name and fee way fee 
machine works encourages fee 
audience to consider fee machine 
as reference to fee PLO. If this is 


so. does this mean that the PLO is 
sloganeering? 

The sets, lighting and sound 
were helpful for the children in the 
play rehearsal. Without these tec- 
hniques the children would not 
have been able to act The scenes 
appear unrelated, however, bec- 
ause of their delay in changing clo- 
thes. Shehadeh said that this par- 
ticular defect was solved by mak- 
ing them change at fee same time 
while other children would pro- 


ceed to act in fee next scene. 

It was difficult to hear the chi- 
ldren’s conversation and to com- 
prehend what was going on. The 
children simply need more tra- 
ining to know bow to act move 
and converse. However, some chi- 
ld ren showed talent and were able 
to communicate to fee audience 
such as those who played fee Hak- 
awati stoiyteller. Abu Nyab and 
fee wonderbox man — Al Fajr.

Mr. Andreotti, in turn, def- 
ended Italy's commitment to fig- 
hting terrorism and said that while 
fee problems created by the hij- 
acking were difficult “fee sit- 
uation would be much more ser- 
ious if fee ship were srfll in fee 
hands of the hijackers.” 

The Italian official had been ins- 
trumental in arranging for fee 
PLO to help negotiate an end to 
fee two-day hijacking last week. 
Mr. Abbas played a major role in 
defusing fee crisis. 

Mr. Abbas, a dose associate of 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
was one of two Palestinians who 
accompanied the hijackers on a 
plane that was intercepted by 
American warplanes after leaving 
Egypt Thursday night and forced 
down in Sicily.

Implying that Yugoslavia would 
not comply with fee U.S. request, 
a government spokesman said in 
Belgrade; 

“Mohammad Abbas is a mem- 
ber of fee Executive Committee of 
fee PLO. We have good relations 
wife fee PLO. and we support the 
Palestinian cause. You can draw 
your own conclusions.’' 

“You wfll be informed about 
fee Yugoslav reply (to fee UJ5. 
request) in due time. The request 
came only during fee night. You 
will know something today or 
tomorrow,” fee government spo- 
kesman said Sunday. 

A spokeswoman for Yug- 
oslavia's Information Ministry 
told reporters feat Mr. Abbas, 
head erf the Palestine Liberation 
Front (PLF), had arrived in Yug- 
oslavia a free man after his release 
by Italy. 

She said Mr. Abbas was free to 
come and go as he wished. 

After arriving at Belgrade's 
Surcin airport Saturday night fee 
tall, heavily-built Abbas slipped 
away immediately from waiting 
reporters and his whereabouts 
were a mystery on Sunday. 

Western diplomatic sources 
said communist, but non-aligned, 
Yugoslavia would not want the' 
Abbas affair to complicate oth- 
erwise good ties wife Washington 
where Prime Minister Mflka Pla- 
ninc paid a highly successful visit 
last May. 

At fee same time. Yugoslavia 
supports fee Arab cause in fee 
Middle East and recognises fee 
PLO as fee sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of fee Palestinian peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Abbas on Saturday accused 
fee U.S. government of con- 
ducting “state terrorism” by sen- 
ding navy jets to intercept the 
Egyptian plane taking fee hq- 
adeers to Tunis after they had left 
fee Adhille Laura. 

Speaking to Reuters in Dub- 
rovnik. he said he intended to 
draw uppbms to secure the release- 


of fee four Palestinian hijackers 
held in Italy. 

A burly figure wearing a dark 
blue safari suit Mr. Abbas, spoke 
to Reuters at Dubrovnik airport 
on Yugoslavia’s - Adriatic coast 
during a stopover on his way to 
Belgrade. 

When Mr. Abbas and another 
senior FLO official flew in later to 
Belgrade, they were prevented 
from speakingto waiting reporters 
by resident PLO representatives 
and Yugoslav police. 

Mr. Abbas and his entourage 
slipped out of a back door leading 
on to fee airport tarmac and dis- 
appeared from sight. 

“The American government’s 
act of state terrorism gives us the 
right and encouragement to use all 
means in our liberation struggle.” 
Mr. Abbas said, referring to fee 
U.S. hijacking of fee Egyptian 
plane. 

In Dubrovnik. Mr. Abbas loo- 
ked weaiy but relaxed and con- 
fident as he spoke. 

“They (fee U.S. government) 
are real terrorists. We use hand 
guns in our liberation struggle. 
They use fighter planes and air- 
craft carriers," he said. 

“But we - will continue our str- 
uggle now more fiercely. We will 
liberate our comrades (fee four 
hijackers).'’ 

Asked about fee interception. 
Mr. Abbas said: “They (fee UJS. 
jets) fired warning shots and mis- 
siles on both sides of our plane. 
They appeared determined to 
shoot fee plane down. What could 
we do?” 

He would not disclose his imm- 
ediate plans but said he intended 
resting “for a couple of days.” 

“It was difficult to get out of- 
Italy. I practically had to escape 
from there. I am very tired but I 
have to recover soon and think of 
how to liberate our captured com- 
rades,” he said. 

“We wfll continue to fight fee 
. American government but not fee 
American people,” Mr. Abbas 
added.

that if we are to have a chance of 
bringing to an end the continuous 
conflict between Israel and the 
Palestinian people... we have to.

HOW MANY school buses follow safety rules? I wonder. 

If you drive in the streets of Amman at the end of a school day 
you would realise that something is wrong. Heads and arms of 
dnfldnen poke out of fee windows irf buses, while drivers exceed the 
speed limit. 

I have never seen a school bus that did not have a cfafld or two 
sitting In fee from seat near the driver. It is dangerous to seat 
children on the front seat of a car, let atone a bus. 

Furthermore, the number of children in a school bos is often 
greater than the bus capacity; the result is that children stand in the 
aisle risking a foil at any curve. 

While bus fees for all schools are high enough, I wonder why 
■these institutions try to make more money by taking in more 
children than fee bus could accommodate. 

I often see in the streets kindergarten buses overloaded with 
children. Literally piled up, the children are sometimes acc- 
ompanied by a teacher, but, mostly they are not. 

This state of affairs is dangerous and should not be allowed to 
continue. I recommend that a special committee for school bases be 
set op. Such a committee should specify the basic safety roles 
mdudiog the maximum number of children per bus, fees, criteria 
for drivers and so forth. 

Police, then, should be very strict with those buses and should 
immediately stop whoever is breaking the rules. 

It was not long ago that two children, returning home from their 
kindergarten, were (rilled by a stupid bos accident. The inv- 
estigation revealed that the school bos driver was speeding. 

Let ns avoid more accidents and save the lives of innocent 
children. 


The man who has 
given away $72 b 

Ryoichi Sasakawa is not exactly a household name. But this 86- 
year-old Japanese has been in me presence of the Queen Elizabeth, 
jogs with ex-President Carter, has shared a banquet with Mrs. Tha- 
tcher - and has given away S 12 billion in charity. Who is die man? 
Jnrefc Martin explains. 


TOKYO — Here is a summer 
quiz. Which one man is fee com- 
mon denominator between fee 
following: fee World Games at 
Ctystal Palace. London, and gam- 
bling on speedboat racing in 
Japan, between Harold Wilson 
and Edward Heath; David Owen 
and Robert Maxwell; Ronald 
Reagan and Jimmy Carter; Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos of the 
Philippines and Olof Palme, bet- 
ween the World Anti-Communist 
League and the National Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children? 

The answer is not exactly a glo- 
bal household name, though .he 
aspires to be one. Ryoichi Sas- 
akawa is the bouncy 86-year-old 
son erf a sake brewer from Osaka. 
By his own accounting, whidi 
cannot be disputed, he has over 
the past 40 years given away $12 
billion in charity. He may well be 
fee world's biggest single "phi- 
lanthropist”. 

Inside Japan, on which his most 
mu ni ficent donations have been 
bestowed. Mr. Sasakawa enjoys a 
dual reputation. He is known both 
for his generosity and his politics 
for Ryoichi Sasakawa was a pro- 
minent Japanese nationalist in fee 
1930s, when he led his own bla- 
cksbirted party and even once flew 
to hear Mussolini. 

He was interned, though never 
prosecuted, by fee U.S. occ- 
upation force as a "class A war 
criminal.'' and he is widely seen 
today as one of the biggest ban- 
krollers of the admittedly ine- 
ffective but noisy right-wing fringe 
groups in Japan. 

In his spacious office on top of 
the Japan Shipbuilding Industries 
Association, which features fee 
Sasakawa Hall and a statue out- 
side of Mr. Sasakawa carrying his 
mother on his back, he proclaims a 
simple motto. “We are,” he says 

— juggling a couple of “ene- 
rgising' magnetic balls in bis hand, 
rather like Captain ^Jueeg — “all' 
brothers and sisters.” 

During fee past year he has 
added an awful lot of Britons to his 
family. “I have a close feeling to 
Britain.” he explains, “because of 
our similar backgrounds, being 
island states, dependent on trade, 
and because Great Britain was 
one of our teachers." 

In any case, he adds, it is about 
time feat Japan “donates back 
some of our export profits.” 

So in May a new charitable fou- 
ndation was registered in London 

— the Sasakawa- Great Britain 
Foundation, wife initial capital, all 
from Mr. Sasakawa. of about £10 
million ($13 ; 9 million) at current 
rates of exchange. 

It has a glittering list of U.K. 
officers: its patron is Lord Wilson. 


was seen by the government as a 
fund-raising device, rather like 
contemporary lotteries, and the 
initial and continuing monopoly 
was given to Mr. Sasakawa’s org- 
anisation. 

He says its net profit has ave- 
raged about SI 00 million a year 
for 30 years and all of this, plus 
large amounts from his personal 
fortune, have been donated to 
charity — hence the $12 billion 
figure. 

More important than where fee 
money comes from is where it goes 
and wife what, if any. strings. As 
Mr. Sasakawa concedes, not every 
institution offered his charity has 
accepted it 

This he blames on “Left- 
wingers and Communists who 
make propaganda saying that Sas- 
akawa money is dirty money.” He 
adds: “I don't want to give money 
to organisations which are inf- 
luenced by Left-wingers and 
Communists.” Among those who 
have turned him down are the 
Tokyo-based United Nations 
University and the more humble 
Foreign Correspondents Club of 
Japan, neither of which are act- 
ually hotbeds of Marxism (your 
correspondent is currently pre- 
sident of the latter and his "wife 
works for the former). 

Mr. Sasakawa is also widely 
rumoured to have tried repeatedly 
to make large donations to fee 
Nobel Committees. He denies this 
and denies the frequently-heard 
suggestion that he desperately 
wants to be awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize (he is. however, the 
recipient of numerous other awa- 
rds — many, like the Linus Pau- 
ling Medal, cany much prestige 
and many, not surprisingly, result 
from his generous gifts). 

However, he cUd help und- 
erwrite fee Palme Commission on 
disarmament, which was not exa- 
ctly of tus own political per- 
suasion. Dr. Owen, a commission 
member, who recently made time 
in an extremely busy schedule to 
have . lunch wife Mr. Sasakawa. is 
understood to have concluded 
that Mr. Sasakawa made no att- 
empt to influence commission pol- 
icy. 

For his pari. Mr. Sasakawa says 
he carefully selects to whom he 
gives money, but then leaves dis- 
bursement to the recipients. Yet 
his friendships wife fee Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon, the late Anastasio 
Somoza of Nicaragua and Pre- 
sident Marcos — not to mention 
some of Japan's most notorious 
old militarists — can hardly be 
■completely ignored.

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World weighs business approach to foreign aid 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
The U-S.’ admi ni stration is awa- 
iting reaction from governments 
around tfce world lo its proposal 
that a business approach to fbr- 
. qgn aid be nsed.tp. tempt private 
- b anks into increasing loans for 
fmaadng private debt. 

The plan was presented to 149 . 
governments at die annual mee- 
ting of die World Bank and Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
.dial ended here last week. 

Treasury Secretary James A. 
Baker 1 : asked, that twer the next 
three years, British . French. West 
Ger man and Japanese as well as 
..American banks lend, about $20 ' 
•billion to' 15 major debtors, most 
in Lathi America.^ . - 

Brasil and Mexico head the list 
- Mr. A-W. Clausen, die retiring 
World Bank president, estknates 
the 15 countries, already owe (he 
banks $300 billion. Many debtors 
■are far behind in their payments 
and bankers are now lending out 
'no more than they collect. 

“They have' not increased their 
lending at all this year.” Mr. Cla- 
usen told a news conference last 
week. 

‘ “The- support for a moderate 
increase in exposure at this mee- 
ting was especially timely." he 
added. 

• “Exposure" is a banker's term 
for the total amount that his bank 
has lent: 

The United States is widely seen 
as having made two basic changes 
'in policy. 

One prior to the IMF-World 
-Bank meeting came when the 


Reagan a dmin istration, dropped 
its advocacy of a strong dollar and 
joined with four other major fin- 
•anriaT governments last month in 
an accord to drive the price of the 
dollar down. 

! If it continues to foil, interests 
. would reduce die amounts dev- 
eloping countries must pay on 
their massive debts. 

. The prospect of higher earnings 
■from investment in Latin America 
’itself could also attract the return 
of some .of the funds that Latin 
Americans have stashed away in 
foe safe havens of the United Sta- 
tes and Switzerland. 

. .. There also has been praise here 
. for what was seen as another shift 
by the Ronald Reagan adm- 
inistration. 

While the administration stand 
had focused previously on putting 
debtor countries in better shape to 
pay their debts — a process that, 
emphasises austerity — last week 
Mr. Baker stressed the problem of 
increasing the growth and with it 
foe income of debtor countries. 

Debtor countries need new 
money for projects that will pro- 
duce jobs and income, whidi in 
many countries have -declined in 
recent years. The decline has' 
come not only in the poorest areas 
of Africa where things have been* 
going badly decades, but also in 
Latin America where people were 
somewhat better off. 

These countries are still poor by 
U.S., West European or Japanese 
standards, but have become acc- 
ustomed to improving rather than 
declining standards of living: 


There have been ominous war- 
nings at this meeting of unrest and 
disaster. 

. “A large part of the developing 
world is faced with (he frightening 
prospect of a complete breakdown, 
of foe socio-political fabric of civ- 
ilised societies as we have known; 
them,” Mr- Ghulam Ishaq Khan, 
president of Pakistan’s senate 1 and 
■chair man of foe bank and fond 
joint development committee, 
fold one meeting. 

The U.S. plan also calls for an 
increase of $9 billion in lending by 
■foe World Bank and the Inter- 
American Development Bank ■ 
over the same three years. These 
are banks owned by member gov- 
ernments. 

In addition, Mr. Clausen and 
nearly all the governments want 
an increase in the money given to 
foe World Bank’s International 
Development Association. This is 
foe “soft loan window” through 


which the World Bank makes 
-loans to foe poorest countries, i 
such as Haiti and Bangladesh, 
where the average person lives on 
.an income of SS50 a year or less — 
under $2 a day. 

Because of their extreme pov- 
erty, these countries get 50 years 
to pay and are charged almost no 
interest. 

Early next year, richer cou- 
ntries. including foe United Sta- 
tes, are due to meet in Paris to talk 
about money for this poorest 
group over the next three years. 

For foe last Three-year period 
foe United States cut its con- 
tribution to $2.25 billion. Only $9 
billion was collected from all don- 
ors on the First try, down from $12. 
billion for the previous three 
years. 

Mr. W. David Hopper, the 
World Bank’s vice president for 
South Asia, was asked bow much 


more is needed this time. 

“Much more than we’re going 
to get." he replied. 

Success of the U.S. plan dep- 
ends on foe banks and bankers 
and government figures attending 
foe meeting gave cautious initial

Clausen and others argue 
that foe. banks would serve their 
own interest by lending more 
money. They' say the debtor cou- 
ntries. in order to get it. will have 
to. adopt new austerity policies' 
with the hope of doing better later. 
That should put them in better 
shape to pay the old debts as well 
as new ones. 

Banks are also looking for what 
Mr. Baker called an easing of foe 
“regulatory climate." This is ban- 
kers' jargon for changes in gov- 
ernment banking rules that would 
make it easier to show their sto- 
ckholders a profit on their int- 
ernational lending.

U.N. Assembly speakers voice 
concern over ‘debt bomb’ 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Disarming the ’‘debt bomb" 
edged out arms control as foe 
main subject of discussion during 
foe 40th anniversary UN. Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Most of foe 137 presidents, 
premiers, foreign ministers and 
ambassadors who spoke in foe 
three-week general debate were 
from developing nations. They 
emphasised the crushing effect of 
foreign debt repayment, which 
eats up their export eammgs and 
leaves little for growth inv- 
estment. 

Other major concerns which 
surfaced were South Africa’s sys- 
tem of racial separation and how 
to remodel the United Nations to 
Jbetter serve the world. 

But the debt bomb even blew, 
one leader out of office during the 
debate. 

Panama's president Nicolas 
Ardho Baletta told the assembly 
in September that lender nations 
should not force debtor nations 
into foe dilemma of repaying loans 
or satisfying the peoples needs. 

Two. days later, a coalition of 
military, business and labour lea- 
ders dumped him because of the 
strict austerity programme he had ' 
implemented to pay panama's 
foreign debt. 

Mr. Robert Mugabe, prime ' 
minister of Zimbabwe, in a speech 
read by his foreign minister, ref- 


to ^e^c^tbomb^a^ sa|d : 

it is “scandsdoiisTo expect Africa." 
a continent that is fighting for its 
survival, to shoulder a debt bur- 
den of 59 per cent of its export 
earnings." 

Peru’s president, Mr. Alan Gar- 
da. put a tough choice to the len- 
ding nations of foe industrialised 
West, particularly foe U.S. gov- 
ernment which has been adv- 
ocating creation of democracies in 
foe Third World. 

Latin America. Mr. Gardasaid. 
faces "debt or democracy.” 

"The foreign debt can never be 
paid off by any of our countries 
because foe effort to service it on 
time will keep our democracies 
trapped in misery and violence.” 
he said. 

The president of Brazil, which 
carries the largest debt of any dev- 


eloping nation — $103 billion — 
criticised the belt- tightening res- 
trictions imposed on borrowers by 
the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). 

Mr. Jose Saroey said Brazil, 
“will not pay its debts with rec- 
ession, nor with unemployment 
nor with hunger." 

The foreign minister of Cuba* 
Mr. Isadora Maimierca. said foe 
answer is for foe Western ind- 
ustrial nations to give to dev-, 
eloping countries 10-15^per cent 
of the funds they now spend on 
arms. He made no such proposal 
for the Soviet Bloc states. 

Dozens of developing-natkm 
leaders called for a dialogue bet- 
ween borrowers and lenders to 
discuss rescheduling, lower int- 
erest rates, longer grace periods 
and limiting debt repayments to a 
percentage of export earning 
compatible with development 
needs. 

Peru's Garcia has already ann- 
ounced his country will allocate no 
more than 10 per cent of Its export 
earnings for debt payments. He 
told the assembly this meant Peru 
will pay $340 million on its debt 
this year instead of the required 
$5.5 billion. 

Yugoslavian Foreign Minister 
Raif Dizdarevic said foe debt dia- 
logue was necessary to preserve 
international security. 

“Any delay could cause a chain 
rcaffim of upheavals and, dis- 
rupnons with far- reach ing-con- 
sequeaces." he said. “There can- 
be no peace without development 
hordeyelopment without peace.” 

Often debates at the United 
Nations are dialogues of foe deaf. 
But this year someone seems to be 
listening. 

At the 40th annual meeting of 
the International Monetary Fund 
and World Bank, paralleling foe 
U.N. 40fo birthday session, foe 
United States introduced a $29 
billion plan to help bail out debt- 
ridden countries. 

• U.S. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker, who introduced the plan, 
said if it were adopted, and if dev- 
eloping countries cooperated by 
giving free enterprise more emp- 
hasis. foe United States would 
"look with favour" on increased 


contributions to poor countries 
through foe World Bank, which 
foe Reagan administration has so 
for refused. 

Speakers also addressed two 
other international concerns. 

Virtually every speaker con- 
demned South Africa for its racist 
apartheid regime and criticised 
foe United States and Britain for 
dragging their feet on moves to 
force changes in Pretoria. 

Recently, for the first time, foe>| 
Reagan administration bowed to 
congressional pressure and imp- 
osed limited economic sanctions 
against South Africa. 

Many states noted this and foe 
limited reforms being imp- 
lemented by Pretoria. Jamaican 
Minister Oswald Harding called it 
“a welcome beginning.” 

But he reflected general int- 
ernational opinion saying “much 
more will be needed to convince 
the South African regime.” 

Another universal theme was a' 
longing for an end to what Indian 
minister of state. Mr. Khurshed 
A lam Khan, called "foe Wasteful 
and dangerous arms race.” 

Speeches of the United States' 
Western allies joined them to the 
rest of the world welcoming the 
superpowers' current steps in 
arms control. 

The decision of foe United Sta- 
tes and the Soviet Union to begin 
negotiations on .global . dis- 
armament and space weapons was 
a "glimmer of hope,” said Italian 
Foreign Minister Ghrlio And- 
reottL 

Canada’s foreign minister. Mr. 
Joe Clark said the Reagan- 
Gorbadaev summit in November 
may lead to “practical steps to 
unlock the nuclear impasse.” 

All speakers, on this ann- 
iversary, agreed that the world is 
better off with the United Nations, 
with all its weaknesses, than wit- 
hout it 

“Let us pool our common int- 
erests and work for a stronger and 
more credible United Nations”. 
said Foreign Minister S. Dha- 
nabalan of Singapore. For small 
countries foe U.N. charter “is the 
closest they could come to obt- 
aining a guarantee for their sur- 
vival.” he said. 


GCC, EC ministers meet 
today for trade talks 


BRUSSELS (R) — The European Community (EC) 
and the Arab states of the Gulf hold their first high- 
level talks in Luxembourg Monday in a bid to ease 
tensions between the two major trading partners. 


■ Diplomats described the talks 
as a significant step towards def- 
using a row between tbeEuropean 
bloc and the Saudi-led Gulf Coo- 
peration Council (GCC) over acc- 
ess for Gutf products to the Com- 
mon Market particularly pet- 
rochemicals. 

The talks at ministerial level fol- 
■ low five years preparation whidi, 
have seen the priorities of the two 
sides alter after changes in foe 
Middle East political climate and 
foe growth of Gulf economies, 
they said. 

The,. two b!ocs i will be rep- 
resented by their current pre- 
sidents. Luxembourg Foreign 
Minister Jacques Poos and Kuw- 
aiti Foreign Minister Sabah : Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah, and top off- 
icials. 

European Commission officials 
said the first meeting would be 
mainly symbolic, underlining a 
political commitment to closer 
links between the two groups. It 
would also open the way towards 
negotiating a cooperation agr- 
eement with the GCC. 

The Gulf states are the Com- 
munity’s third biggest market' 
after foe United States and foe 


Europ ean Free Trade Association 
(EFTA). They import about S20 
billion of Community products a 
year, double the level about 10 
years ago. 

They also remain a major o3 
supplier, although their share of 
die Community’s o3 market has 
been dedining steadily with foe 
rising importance of North Sea oil 
and other energy sources. 

The value of Gulf exports to the 
Community, virtually all in crude 
oil and oD products, declined to 
$14 billion last year from about 
$35 billion in 1980. 

The diplomats said the Com- 
munity, which initiated contacts 
for a cooperation agreement in 
1 980. felt foe Gulf states no longer 
carried the same political weight 
they did five years ago but rem- 
ained an important trade partner. 

Die impetus for the talks was 
now economic, they added. 

They were aimed at establishing 
.orderly economic relations and a 
.framework for resolving possible 
disputes. The Community was no 
longer looking at foe Gulf pri- 
marily in strategic terms to help 
resolve the Arab-Israeli dispute 
and main tain oil flows to the West. 


they added. 

Tensions over petrochemicals 
rose when the Community told 
Saudi Arabia last year that some 
exports had far exceeded die 
tariff-free ceiling under int- 
ernational agreements and would 
.be liable to import duty, leading to- 
| Saudi threats of retaliation. 
i Community officials said Saudi 
'Arabia was by far the largest Gulf 
.petrochemicals exporter and act- 
ion had to be taken to protect the 
bloc’s ailing petrochemicals ind- 
ustry against the cheaper Gulf 
products. 

Kuwait was exporting similar 
products, Bahrain was starting to. 
do the same and the United A rab 
Emirates was due to start next 
year. 

They said Gulf exporters did 
not appear to appreciate that the 
Community was obliged to act 
under existing GATT (General- 
Agreement for Tariffs and Trade) 
mles if a complaint was received 
from Community producers. 

Saudi Arabia, which alone has 
invested more than $10 billion in 
huge petrochemicals complexes, 
says the threat from Saudi exports 
is not as great as claimed in the 
Community. 

It has pointed out that most 
Community goods enjoy tariff- 
free access to Saudi Arabia and 
the other Gulf states. 


Mitterrand to back 
Third World debtors 


BRASILIA (R) — President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand, making a South 
American tour, will renew his call 
for change in foe world monetary 
system and condemn demands 
made by foe International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) on developing 
nations. French officials said. 

Mr. Mitterrand begins his tour 
Monday in Brazil, where he wOI- 
spend four days before frying on to 
Colon* ia. 

France considers that Latin 
American nations, saddled with a 
$360 billion foreign debt, should 
not be forced fo repay their debts 
at the cost of poverty and stalled 
economic development. French 
diplomats here said. 

“Mitterrand will insist on foe 
•identity of views between Brazil

France. like other nations, lias 
suffered from the new Brazilian 
and France on foe external debt^ government’s . dedsions to review. 


issue but will resist President Jose 
Sarney’s attempts to Wad him into 
an anti-IMF crusade,” one dip- 
lomat said. 

The French leader is also likely 
to praise Brazil’s political maturity 
following the transition to civilian 
rule rocked by the death in April 
of president-elect Tancredo 
Neves. 

“This visit is significant because 
it happens at a key moment.

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Belgians vote amid tight 
security after bomb threats 


BRUSSELS (R) — Belgians Sunday voted in the 
country’s 14th general election since World War II 
amid unprecedented security after three bomb 
blasts in five days. 


Seven million voters gave their 
verdict on the longest-running 
government for 20 years, a 
centre-right coalition of Social 
Christians ■ and Liberals under 
Prime Minister Wilfried Martens 
that has almost completed a four- 
year term. 

"I don’t think it 'Will change 
much." was the most common 
comment by voters interviewed by 
Natbnal Radio at polling booths 
Sunday after a lacklustre election 
campaign. 

The four-party coalition com- 
posed of parties from both sides of 
the country's internal linguistic 
divide said it had restored con- 
fidence in the economy and was 
seeking a mandate for further res- 
traint. 

Last opinion polls showed the 
opposition Socialists gaining, but a 
large number of undecided voters 
still remained. Some 500.000 
young people voting for the first 
.time could play a crucial role. 

Some 30.000 members of the 
security services were placed on 
alert across the country to prevent 
the Fighting Communist Cells 
(OCC) urban guerrilla group dis- 
rupting the polls. The measures 


were the tightest ever laid on for 
elections. 

The CCC. which broke a five- 
montfl silence with a powerful car 
bomb explosion in Brussels on 
Tuesday, set off two bombs in the 
southern industrial town of Cha- 
rleroi early Saturday. 

The far-left group urged people 
to boycott the" election as a bou- 
rgeois fraud and vowed to strike 
again. 

But no serious incident had 
been reported by the time polls 
dosed at I p.m. Voting is com- 
pulsory and voters in their Sunday 
best flocked to the polling booths 
on a day of unseasonal warmth 
and sunshine. 

The coalition, the fifth in which 
Mr. Martens has been prime min- 
ister. held 1 13 seats out of 212 in 
the outgoing Chamber of Dep- 
uties. 

However, even if it keeps its 
authority, negotiations on terms 
for keeping the coalition together 
could prove difficult 

The Flemish and Wallonian 
Christian Democratic parties, 
both members of the coalition, are 
.at odds over whether control of 
education should be handed over 


to the regions. 

The coalition had originally int- 
ended to see out its term and cal! 
elections in December. The poll 
was brought forward following a 
dispute over whether the intenor 
minister should resign over his 
handling of a riot at the European 
Cup soccer final in Brussels last 
May when 39 people were killed. 

Voting h mandatory for Bel- 
gians who risk minor fines for fai- 
ling to cast their ballots. Repeat 
offenders lose their right to vote. 

In die last elections Mr. Mar- 
tens' own Dutch-speaking Chr- 
istian Democrats and his French- 
speaking Christian Democratic 
allies lost 14 and seven seats res- 
pectively. 

But with the help of the Con- 
servatives who won six seats in 
Dutch -speaking Flanders and 
■ nine in French-speaking Wal- 
lonia. Mr. Martens formed a 
centre-right coalition holding 113 
seats in parliament. 

All parties, except the Com- 
munists — who hold two seats in 
parliament — are split into Dutch 
and French-speaking camps. 

Mr. Martens, a 49-year-old 
lawyer from Ghent, has cam- 
paigned under the slogan of “no 
return" to the days of the late 
1970s when Belgium had to bor- 
row heavily to pay its debts. 


China, N. Korea deny 
entry to Kozo Okamoto 


TOKYO ( R) — China and North 
Korea have denied entry to a 
member of the Japanese Red 
Army guerrilla group freed in an 
Israeli-Palestinian prisoner exc- 
hange last may. North Korean 
sources in Tokyo were quoted as 
saying Sunday. 

Japan's Kyodo News Service 
quoted the sources as saying Kozo 
Okamoto. sole survivor of three 
Japanese Red Army members 
who killed 26 people in an attack 
at Tel Aviv's Lod Airport in 1 972. 
was with other members of the 


group in Lebanon. 

The Japanese guerrilla group 
had asked China to accept Oka- 
moto for treatment of his mental 
illness but were turned down, the 
sources were quoted as saying. 

North Korea, which has har- 
boured Japanese Red Army 
members, including Okamoto's 
elder brother, also turned down 
Okamoto’s plea to enter, the sou- 
rces were quoted as saying. 

No reason for the rejection was 
given. 


Bush arrives in Peking 


PEKING (R) — U.S. Vice- 
President George Bush arrived in 
China Sunday for a visit expected 
to centre on the sensitive que- 
stions of U.S. support for Taiwan 
and a bill that would cut China’s 
textile exports. 

Mr. Bush's official plane Air 
Force 2 landed on time at Peking 
airport where he was met by Vice 
Foreign Minister Zhu Jizhen. 

A full welcoming ceremony was 
being held at the Great Hall of the 
People in central Peking followed 
by a meeting with Vice-Premier 
wan Li and a banquet 

Mr. Bush will have to deal with 
Chinese displeasure over issues 
including U.S. support for Taiwan 
and the protectionist Jenkins Bill 
which seeks to slash U.S. textile 
imports from China and other 
Asian countries. 

Meanwhile, a parliamentary 
delegation from Moscow is rec- 
eiving lavish treatment from the 
Chinese leadership and Western 
diplomats said the two events 
were probably planned to coi- 
ncide. 

‘The Chinese appear to be 
using the occasion as an opp- 
ortunity to emphasise their even- 
handed approach towards Was- 
hington and Moscow." one dip- 
lomat said. 

Chinese President Li Xiannian 
met the Moscow delegation Sat- 
urday and said he favoured more 
trade and cultural ties “as well as 
contacts between the highest org- 


ans of state power.” 

The official New China News 
Agency quoted delegation leader 
Lev Tolkunov as saying he fell 
that both the Soviet and Chinese 
people wished to expand bOateral 
relations. 

China and the Soviet Union fell 
out in the early 1960s and have 
only begun to normalise trade and 
other contacts during the past few 
years. 

Political contacts remain fro- 
zen. however, because of Chinese 
opposition to the Soviet presence 
in Afghanistan. Soviet support for 
Vietnam's presence in Kam- 
puchea and Soviet troop con- 
centrations along the Chinese 
border. 

Mr. Bush, who was the first 
head of the U.S. liaison office set 
up in Peking in 1974 before dip- 
lomatic relations were established 
in 1979. is expected to meet most 
of China's top leadership inc- 
luding Deng \iaoping. 

He will discuss trade problems, 
particularly restrictions on textile 
imports and delays in export app- 
roval for high-tech equipment 
bound for China. Western dip- 
lomats said. 

China's Foreign Ministry gave a 
warning Saturday that the Jenkins 
bill, if approved, could gravely 
jeopardise Sino-U.S. trade rel- 
ations. It was passed by the House 
of Representatives on Thursday 
and now soes to the Senate.

But 
that is purely academic, since 
North-South reached an excellent 
contract played from the right side. 


West led the jack of hearts, which 
ran to declarer's queen. South took 
advantage of being in his hand to 
try the diamond finesse. East won 
and returned a heart to dislodge the 
ace. Since declarer did not have 
enough tricks to run for home, he 
had to fall back on the club finesse. 
When that lost. West had more 
than enough heart winners to 
defeaL the game. 

Winning the first trick in the clos- 
ed band turned out to be a liability. 
Even though diamonds is the part- 
nership's best combined holding, it 
is necessary for declarer to hope 
either that one of the minor-suit 
finesse will work or that hearts ore 
6-2.

Mexico

MEXICO CITY (Agencies) — 
The Mexican government has 
ordered the takeover of 7.000 
plots of private property in parts 
of the capital damaged by last 
month's earthquake which killed 
about 7.000 people. 

The order affecting 2S0 hec- 
tares (600 acres) of land in four 
downtown, mainly working-class 
districts was announced in the 
government gazette. 

Mexico Gty Mayor Ramon 
Aguirre said the takeover would 
benefit some 180.000 victims of 
the twin earthquakes which hit the 
cityon Sept. 19 and 20. 

The decree said owners of the 
affected real estate would be com-, 
pensated over a 1 0-year period by 
die city government. It did not say 
how the land would be valued for 
compensation. 

Plots wQi be used to build or 
repair 7.000 buildings, to be sold' 
on easy terras giving preference to 
their present oocupants. the dec- 
ree said.

Japan calls 
for talks 
on formal 
peace with 
Soviets 

MOSCOW (R) ■— Japan's amb- 
assador in Moscow has handed 
Foreign Minister Eduard She- 
vardnadse a letter from Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone cal- 
ling for talks on a formal peace 
treaty, a Japanese spokesman said 
Sunday. 

Ambassador Yasue Karori met 
Mr. Shevardnadze Saturday to 
hand over die message, the spo- 
kesman said. The call to resume 
talks cm a treaty was made as part 
of a proposal to restart exchanges 
of visits by foreign ministers, he 
added. 

A treaty formally ending World 
War II hostilities has been held up 
mainly because of a dispute over 
islands in the Kurile chain occ- 

3 tied since 1945 by die Soviet 
nion. 

The issue has dogged efforts to 
improve relations Detween the 
two countries. Japan is demanding 
die islands be returned. While 
Moscow says there is no issue to 
discuss. 

Tokyo and Moscow re- 
established diplomatic relations in 
1956 and in 1973 the late Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev agreed 
with Tokyo to start talks on a 
peace treaty. 

These never got off the ground 
because Moscow said the issue of 
Japan’s “northern territories" did 
not exist while Tokyo Insisted its 
solution was central to any pact. 

Mr. Nakasone’s letter follows 
conciliatory moves by Moscow 
since Kremlin chief Mikhail Gor- 
bachev assumed office in March. 

These have included high-level 
visits to Tokyo, a meeting between 
the countries' foreign ministers in 
New York and a letter in Sep- 
tember from Mr. Gorbachev to 
Mr. Nakasone calling for closer 
ties and the staging of an Asian 
security conference. 

Mr. Shevardnadze is due to pay 
a vfc.it to Tokyo in December, tho- 
ugh officials said no date had been 
fixed. 


Solidarity activists summoned as 
Poles vote in general elections 


WARSAW (R) — Police sum- 
moned Warsaw Solidarity activists 
Zbigniew Romaszewski and Jacek 
Kuron for questioning Sunday as 
voting began in Polish general ele- 
ctions which die banned free trade 
union has urged electors to boy- 
cott. 

Both men were also int- 
errogated Saturday. Romaszewski 
said he was warned not to talk to 
Western correspondents after he 
reported attacks on political pri- 
soners by warders at Leczyca Pri- 
son in central poland. 

The disclosure that nine pri- 
soners including Wladyslaw Fra- 
synfcik. a member of Solidarity's 
leadership, were beaten in several 
incidents embarrassed the Com- 
munist authorities in the pre- 
election period. 

The elections are the first for 
parliament since shortly before 
(he Solidarity labour upheaval in 
1980. The official press said they 
were intended to produce “a par- 
liament of reconciliation and nat- 
ional rebirth.’* 

They have been preceded, how- 
ever. by a crackdown on Solidarity 


supporters including a wave of 
detections. 

Opposition sources said at least 
28 people were detained since 
Wednesday In the Baltic ports of 
Gdansk and Gdynia and arrests 
were also reported in Wroclaw. 
Szczecin and Warsaw. 

Janusz Onyszkiewicz and Jacek 
Kuron. two other senior Solidarity 

activists also questioned in die 
capital Saturday, were later rel- 
eased. 

Government Spokesman Jerzy 
Urban, who said he was confident 
the boycott appeal would fail, dec- 
lined to reveal the number of arr- 
ests around the country until after 
the elections. 

One of the men questioned in 
the capital, former Solidarity Spo- 
kesman Jan us zOnyszkiewicz, told 
reporters that police warned him 
not to speak to Western cor- 
respondents. 

The government is hoping for a 
turnout of about 80 per cent while. 
So lidarity said it hoped 40 per cent 
of the electorate of more than 25 
million would heed the boycott 


Contests arc takir^placa in 410 
constituencies and 50 other seats 
are being filled by co-opted can- 
didates including Communist lea- 
der Wojdech Jarozelski. All can- 
didates have been picked by Pron, 
a Communist front organisa t ion. 

Voting was due to start at 6 a.m. 
(0500 GMT) and continue until 
10 p.m. (2100 GMTT) with full res- 
ults not expected until Tuesday. 

Solidarity daims to have dev- 
eloped a foolproof method of 
monitoring the true turnout But 
Urban said It had been tested by 
government experts who claimed 
that it would lead to a 10 to 50 per 
cent margin of error. 

He said voting was not obl- 
igatory but he refused to promise 
that non-votecs did not risk rep- 
risals at work or when they apply 
for social benefits. 

Shops have been unusually well 
stocked with foods which are often 
in short supply during the pre- 
election period. 

Security has been strengthened 
in big cities and the sale of alcohol 
banned over the weekend. 


French 
groups denies 
recruiting for 
Burmese 
rebels 

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — A 
French volunteer organisation 
that provides medical assistance to 
displaced Burmese minority peo- 
ple along the Thai-Burmese bor- 
der denied Sunday that it helps 
find Western mercenaries for a 
Burmese rebel group. 

Medicins Sans Frontieres 
(MSF) was responding to some 
reports in local newspapers that 
the organisation was Evolved in 
arranging Western mercenaries 
for the Karen, an ethnic minority 
group fighting for autonomy from 
the Burmese central government. 

In a statement made available 
Sunday, the organisation said its 
activities have been humanitarian 
assistance to Karens displaced by 
the fighting between the rebels 
and die Burmese government - 

“MSF does not participate in 
any recruitment or payment for 
mercenaries and is not involved in 
arrangements of passports. We 
have absolutely no connection 
with them and are not informed 
about their activities.” said the 
statement signed by Dr. Bernard 
Pecoul, medical coordinator. 

The Burmese government rep- 
orted last Tuesday that a Fre- 
nchman died with Burmese rebels . 
while attacking govern men (forces 
at an outpost near the Thai- 
Burmese bolder. The government 
identified him as Jean Philippe 
Maurice Courreges Gere. 


French Socialists agree on election strategy 


TOULOUSE. France ( R) — Fra- 
nce's ruling Socialist Party Sunday 
agreed a compromise strategy for 
next year’s parliamentary ele- 
ctions after all-night negotiations 
between rival factions. 

The agreement between the 
majority, led by First Secretary 
Lionel Jospin, and the minority 
led by former Agriculture Min- 
ister Michel Rocard. came at 6 
a.m. on the final day of a party 
congress. 

Mr. Jospin said the haggling 
over a final resolution had been 
“not hard, just long” and sup- 
porters of Mr. Rocard said it was a 
good agreement. 

The final resolution was exp- 
ected to ruleout any coalition with 
die right if the Socialists lose con- 
trol of the National Assembly in 
die vote next March. 

Education Minister Jean-Pier re 
Gievenemenl Saturday told the 
three-day congress, which ended: 
"No right-wing party wants an all- 
iance with us. why should we fix 
conditions? We don't have any 
suitors." 


Mr. Chevenement an inf- 
luential figure in the party, said 
die real disagreements m the party 
were not over the 1986 elections 
but about 1988 — the year of the 
next presidential election. 

Gearly addressing himself to 
former Agriculture Minister Mic- 
hel Rocard. who has said he will 
run for president. Mr. Che- 
venemeotsaid:“Thesuocesskra to 
Francois Mitterrand is not open. 
Any premature campaign risks, 
undermining the leffs principal 
piece on the chessboard between 
now and 1988." 

He warned Mr. Rocard, who 
has threatened to stand even if the 
Socialists do not nominate him. 
that the entire party would be obl- 
iged to support the official can- 
didate. 

Mr. Rocard. who has the sup- 
port of nearly 30 per cent of con- 
gress delegates, is France’s most 
popular politician. 

He received a mixed reception 
from the congress on Friday and 
was decisively upstaged Saturday 
by his major rival for the post- 


Mitterrand era, Prime Minister 
Laurent Fabius. 

Mr. Fabius abandoned his usual 
moderation for a stinging attack 
on the right-wing opposition and 
ea med h imself a standing ovation. 

His welcome suggested his pop- 
ularity in the party bad been una- 
ffected by criticism of his handling 
of the affair of the Rainbow War- 
rior. the Greenpeace ship sunk by 
French secret agents in New Zea- 
land. 

He poured scorn on the opp- 
osition leaders as a “gallery of 
ghosts” and signalled he would be 
taking the offensive in the Soc- 
ialist election campaign. 

He also took a swipe at Mr. 
Rocard’s personal ambitions by 
reminding him of the need to pull 
his weight in the campaign. 

Mr. Rocard supporters said 
their chief was being subjected to 
a “ trial by suspicion’' by leaders of 
the majority faction, which inc- 
ludes former Prime Minister Pie- 
rre Mauroy. Mr. Chevenement 
and Mr. Jospin. 


Greenpeace heads for confrontation 


PAPEETE. Tahiti (R) — The 
anti-nuclear protest' ship Gre- 
enpeace was heading for Tahiti 
Sunday for emergency repairs, 
despite a ban on its landing at the 
island swiftly imposed by the 
French Polynesian authorities. 

The 60-metre ocean-going tug 
first signal led the breakdown of its 
generator on Thursday night while- 
leading a protest flotilla off Fra- 
nce's nuclear test site in the South 
Pacific. 

French warships shadowing 
Greenpeace reported that it left 
the area around the nuclear base 
at Murora atoll and was heading 
for Tahiti 780 miles to the west. 

Gaston Floss, president of the 
Polynesian territorial gov- 
ernment. swiftly harmed it from 
entering Tahitian ports. 

Official sources said the decree 
had been made in consultation 
with Frendi High Commissioner 
Bernard Gerard. 

French Navy officers said Gre- 
enpeace skipper Jonathan Castle 


had been informed by radio of the 
ban but that be was con tinuing 
towards Tahiti 

He was last reported at 0300 
GMT Sunday about 90 miles west 
of Mururoa. making 21 knots 
under backup power which would 
bring him to Tahiti on Tuesday 1 
morning. 

The Guernsey -bora Castle alr- 
eady faces an expulson order iss-’ 
ued by the Polynesian authorities 
•following a similar protest cam- 
paign in 1982 so he may be ord-.' 
ered out immediately. 

The Greenpeace was being acc- 
ompanied by die largest of the 
three yachts in the flotilla, the 
20-metre Breeze, which had alr- 
eady signalled its intention to quit 
die protest. 

The other yachts the Vega and 
die Alliance were last reported 
stationary some 60 miles west of 
Mururoa. 

The latest unforeseen move by 
the sea-faring ecologists followed- 
a week of confrontation with 


French warships. 

Castle sailed dose to a for- 
bidden rone around the secret 
nuclear base, and to his Frendi 
escorts, prompting sharp rem- 
inders from their ca ptain is about 
the dangers of collision. 

Earlier Sunday Admiral Rene 
Hugues. commander of the 
French Pacific Fleet, cold rep- 
orters at Mururoa that he was per- 
sonally deligh ted by Greenpeace's 
departure from (he area. 

"Our forces will remain on pat- 
rol. Hie contest has halted pro- 
visionally due to the absence of a 
combatant but it may resume ... I 
don't ihmk one can say if s a first- 
round victory.” 

Whatever happens, Castle is 
unlikely to have the opportunity 
to put his case to France’s newly 
appointed Defence Minister Paul 
Juiles who is due to visit Mururoa 
later this month to be present at a 
new series of underground exp- 
losions.

Anti-nuclear protest in 
Munich turns violent 


MUNICH. West Germany ( R) — 
Police arrested more than 100 
people when a peaceful dem- 
onstration ag ainst plans to bufld 
West Germany’s first nuclear rep- 
rocessing plant turned violent 

Youths' rampaged through the 
dty centre smashing bank win- 
dows and vandalising cars. One 
police officer was injured. 

A police spokesman said most 
of those detained would be cha- 
rged with physical violence and 
damage to properly. 

Police estimated that about 
26.500 people had joined die oth- 
erwise peaceful demonstration. 
Organisers put the total at more 


than 50.000. 

It was the biggest rally in Mun- 
ich since student protests in 1968 
and the largest against die rep- 
rocessing plant smee the gov- 
ernment announced in February 
that it would be built near the vil- 
lage of Wackersdorf in upper 
Bavaria. 

The plant estimated to cost 5.2 { 
billion marks ($2 bQlion). is due to 
enter service from 1993 and is 
expected to reprocess two tonnes 
of radioactive material per day. 

The protest was called by the 
opposition Social Democrats, the 
Greens and various env- 
ironmental groups. 


Jayewardene goes to the 
Bahamas amid violence 


COLOMBO (Agencies) — Pre- 
sident Junius Jayewardene left for 
the Commonweal th summit in the 
Bahamas Sunday amid fresh gue- 
rrilla attacks in Sri Lanka’s nor- 
thern and eastern provinces, sec- 
urity officials said 
"They told Reuters guerrillas 
struck twice Saturday, in violation 
of a ceasefire arrangement which 
on Thursday they said they would 
honour. 

In Mannar district two gue- 
rrillas threw hand grenades at a 
fuel tanker. Security escorts killed 
one and wounded the other, who 
then committed suicide by swa- 
llowing a cyanide capsule. 

Two other guerrillas, wounded 
in an exchange of fire with a sec- 
urity patrol in Batticaola. also kil- 
led themselves with cyanide, the 
officials said. 

In the Bahamas, Jayewardeneis 
expected to have discussions with 
Indian Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi on latest moves to end the isl- 
and’s ethnic conflict. 

The state-owned Observer 
newspaper quoted National Sec- 
urity Minister Lalith Ath- 
ulathmudali Sunday as saying that 
an 1 1 -member committee to mon- 
itor the ceasefire would start work 
on Oct 15. 

Meanwhile a Sri Lankan Tamil 


separatist leader reported Sat- 
urday that more than 10.000 
Tamil youths have been trained in 
guerrilla warfare at camps in foe 
northern and eastern provinces of 
the island-nation. 

The United News of India news 
agency also quoted S.R. Kov- 
aimahesan. president of foe Tamil 
Eelam Liberation Front as telling 
a news conference in the southern 
Indian dty of Bangalore that 
Tamil groups were considering 
forming a govemmeait-m-exile. 

Tamil rebels are waging a blo- 
ody guerrilla campaign for an ind- 
ependent homeland to be called 
"Eelam.” The 2.8-million mem- 
ber. predominantly Hindu min- 
ority claims it is discriminated aga- 
inst by the Buddhist Sinhalese 

Meanwhile, several Tamil lea- 
ders expressed doubt whether the 
Indian-mediated cease-fire agr- 
eement announced Thursday will 
endure. 

A spokesman for the main gue- 
rrilla organisation, the Eelam Nat- 
ional Liberation Front warned 
Saturday that the four-group coa- 
lition would be compelled to rep- 
udiate the truce if the monitoring 
committee set up under the accord 
failed' to accurately report cease- 
fire violations by Sri Lankan 
Armed Forces. 


Thatcher seeks to reassure 
Gandhi on exiles’ activities 


LONDON (R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher welcomes Ind- 
ian leader Rajiv Gandhi to Britain 
Monday anxious to soothe irr- 
itation in India over the activities 
of exiled Sikhs and Kashmiri sep- 
aratists and to boost Anglo-Indian 
trade. 

Mr. Gandhi 40. who came to 
power after Sikhs assassinated his 
mother. Indira, last October, will 
be making his first visit to Britain 
as prime minister of the world’s 
largest democracy. The official 
visit lasts two days. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who enjoyed a- 
warra relationship with Indira 
Gandhi, will take foe unusual step 
of welcoming him at foe airport. 
Normally she greets visiting" for- 
ego dignitaries at her official 
London residence. 10 Downing 
Street 

The activities of Sikh exiles, 
who danced in foe street after the 
assassination of Indira Gandhi, 
and Kashmiris, who murdered an 
Indian diplomat, tarnished rel- 
ations between Britain and the 
former jewel of its empire. 

“We still feel foe British could 
be a little tougher on foe ext- 
remists.” Mr. Gandhi said in an 
interview in the London Times. 

Official British sources said 
Mrs. Thatcher would brief him on 
bow police were damping down 
on Indian exiles who broke the law 
but foey acknowledged foe pro- 
blems of balancing Indian anger 
with Britain's tradition of free 
speech. ’Tf s a very large problem 
mid I think no-one is going to be 
satisfied,” one said. 

Police arrested at least seven 


Sikhs and Kashmiris under Bri- 
tain’s prevention of terrorism act 
in a nationwide swoop on Friday 
after inquiries connected with the 
visit. But they have refused to con- 
firm newspaper reports erf an ass- 
assination plot 

Exiled Sikhs have promised 
mass protest demonstrations. 

Mr. Gandhi, chairman of foe 
Non-Aligned Movement, has vis- 
ited Washington and Moscow 
since coming to power and has 
spoken of warmer ties with both 
superpowers. He has also visited 
Paris. 

He told foe Guardian new- 
spaper this implied no dow- 
ngrading of Anglo-Indian rel- 
ations but there were strong dif- 
ferences over British opposition to 
economic sanctions against South 
Africa. 

“Britain does not seem to be 
taking the line we feel a country 
that stands for democracy and 
human rights should be taking.” 
he said, predicting Mrs. Thatcher 
would be isolated at foe com-, 
monwealth summit in foe Bah- 
amas next week.

The runway, one erf three at Hea- 
throw. was blocked for about 
three hours while the plane was 
removed and foe lights replaced, 
he said.
